Katyushas land near Israeli border 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Two Katyusha rockets apparently fired 
at an Israeli border settlement from South Lebanon Friday fell in 
an open Held and caused no casualties or damage, Israel Radio 
said. A similar attack was made in the same region on June 1 4 and 
Israeli troops were unable to find the launcher after a search of the 
rugged area near the South Lebanese village of Adaisseh. Israeli 
soldiers were again scouring the area Friday, the radio said- Def- 
ence Minister Moshe Arens has said that six Katyusha rockets 
have landed inside Israel since troops invaded Lebanon two years 
ago. Before the last incident 19 had landed inside Lebanon close 
to the Israeli border according to military sources. 
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Beirut Italian 
hospital destroyed 

BEIRUT (AP) — A tent hospital, 
built by the Italian contingent of 
the Multi-National Force and tur- 
ned over earlier this year to the 
people of Lebanon, was set afire 
by an arsonist and burned to the 
ground, state radio said Friday. 
The radio said that the fire on 
Thursday destroyed ail five of the 
hospital tents and all of the equ- 
ipment. An unidentified man set 
the blaze shortly after midday 
(1000 GMT) and fled, according 
to witnesses quoted by the state 
radio. Hospital crews had left for 
the day, the radios said. 

U.K., West ready 
for role In Gulf 


BEIRUT (R) — Britain and its 
Western allies would intervene to 
defend Gulf states threatened by 
the Iran-Iraq war if they requested 
such help, a senior British official 
was quoted -Friday as saying. Ric- 
hard Luce, minister of state for 
foreign affairs, said in an interview 
with the Lebanese magazine An 
Nahar Arab and International 
that Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher had made it clear that, if 
diplomatic efforts to assure the 
security of the Gulf states failed. 
Britain would have to resort to 
other meLhods in consultation 
with its allies. 

Soviets offer talks 
on space weapons 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union on Friday announced it was 
ready to begin talks with the Uni- 
ted States this fall on banning 
anti-satellite weapons in space. 
An official Soviet government sta- 
tement issued by the. news agency 
TASS suggested the talks could be 
held in Vienna, if the United Sta- 
tes and the Austrian government 
agreed, and begin in September. 

Fire destroys 
Argentine tanker 

BUENOS AIRES (AP) — An 
explosion and spectacular doc- 
kside fire destroyed the 20.000- 
ton state-owned oil tanker Periio 
Moreno, killing at least two cre- 
wmen and forcing the evacuation 
of hundreds of residents of a nea- 
rby Shantytown, officials said Fri- 
day. Under-Secretary of Maritime 
Transport Pedro Casado Bianco, 
summoned by President Raul 
Alfonsin to explain the origin of 
the blaze, visible 15 kilometres 
away, told reporters the fire as sta- 
rted by "a workman lighting a 
blowtorch.” Witnesses said the 
blaze began with a tremendous 
explosion aboard the tanker, 
which was unloading a cargo of 
crude oil from southern Argentine 
oil fields at a petroleum loading, 
storage and refinery area. 

Israeli Labour 
maintains lead 

TEL AVIV (R) — The Israeli 
Labour opposition holds a com- 
fortable lead with 40. R per cent 
support compared to 21.6 for the 
ruling right-wing Likud, according 
to an opinion poll published in the 
afternoon newspaper Hadashot 
Friday. The poll, conducted 10' 
days ago. found that 24 per cent 
did not know yet how they would 
vote in the July 23 general ele- 
ction. 
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Iraqis pound Iranian bases 
as president visits front 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraqi helicopter 
gunships Friday hit Ir anian troop positions 
on the southern Gulf war front as President 
Saddam Hussein returned to Baghdad after 
a two-day inspection tour of his troops there. 



A high command communique 
said the helicopter gunships sco- 
red “direct and effective hits" and 
returned safely to base. 

Iraqi artillery also pounded Ira- 
nian positions east of the southern 
Iraqi port of Basra, destroying 
three infantry emplacements, it 
added. 

The Iraqi News Agency (IN A) 
meanwhile said the president ins- 
pected forward positions of the 
Third Army Corps on the sou- 
thern front Thursday and also vis- 
ited Basra. 

Iraqi commanders say Iran has 
some 200.000 troops massed on 
the southern front for a major off- 
ensive, which they have vowed 
Iraq will crush. 

Iran accepts observers 

Meanwhile, Iran said Friday it 
had agreed to allow United Nat- 
ions observers to be stationed in 
Tehran, but a leading clergyman 
. anacked any suggestion Iran was 
softening in its determination to 
continue the war against Iraq. 

The national news agency 
IRNA confirmed Iran had ove- 
rcome initial reluctance to accept 


observers in a report of a meeting 
they had Thursday with Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Vellayati. 

U.N. teams in both Iran and 
Iraq will monitor compliance with 
a pact to end attacks on border 
towns. Iraq agreed to accept a 
team but Iran said they should be 
stationed in another country wit- 
hin the region and travel to Iran 
only when called. 

Tehran authorities showed 
'.emselves extremely sensitive to 
suggestions that this was a first 
move by Iran towards a possible 
negotiated end to the war. 

They insisted both in official 
statements and in meetings with 
diplomats that Iran had not cha- 
nged its basic conditions for end- 
ing the war — Iraqi compensation 
and the overthrow of the Iraqi 
government — and that it still saw 
victory on the battlefield as the 
only solution. 

Saudis urge peace talks 

The Saudi Arabian leadership 
called Friday on Iraq and Iran' to 
submit to arbitration, respond to 
mediation and bring their 45- 


month-old conflict to a decisive 
end. 

Marking the commencement of 
the three-day ‘Eid A1 Fitr. Saudi 
Defence Minister Prince Sultan 
underlined the “supreme ideal of 
peace" in Islam. 

Alluding to the Iran-lraq war 
and the recent dogfight in which 
Saudi jetfighters shot down an 
Iranian warplane over Saudi wat- 
ers, Prince Sultan said “events 
proved that we live in a world 
which respects nothing but the 
right thar is supported by might." 

“This world gives peace only to 
those capable of wresting it from 
the claws of injustice and agg- 
ression." said Prince Sultan in a 
statement broadcast by the state- 
run radio. 

Crown Prince Abdullah lam- 
ented “this bloodletting of our 
brethren in Iraq and Iran, where 
confusion and pain reign and the 
two countries turning into a farm 
of imported weapons from all dir- 
ections." 

“I hereby sincerely call for a 
decisive end to this war, through 
submission to a just and honest 
mediation." said Crown Prince 
Abdullah in a statement dis- 
tributed by the Saudi Press Age- 
ncy.”. 

King Fahd also issued an ‘Eid 
statement, emphasising peace and 
fraternity but avoiding direct all- 
usion to the Gulf belligerents.

Arafat 
expected 
in Amman 
July 7 

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein and Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat will jointly 
inaugurate the HigheT Palestinian 
Educational Council meeting due 
to begin in Amman on July 7. acc- 
ording to a report in the local press 
Friday. 

It said that the two leaders arc 
expected to deliver speeches at the 
opening session of the two-day 
meeting which will be dedicated to 
discussing educational, cultural 
and scientific issues as well as edu- 
cational conditions in the occ- 
upied Arab lands. 

The meeting will discuss mea- 
sures to counter Israeli plans dir- 
ected against Arab educational 
institutions and obliterating Arab 
cultural identity, and ways for pre- 
serving Palestinian heritage. 

Mr. Arafat, who is expected to 
arrive here July 7. will also hold 
talks with King Hussein and senior 
Jordanian officials, according to 
Palestinian sources. The planned 
talks will be part of the ongoing 
Jordanian- Palestinian dialogue on 
joint political moves in efforts to 
solve the Palestine problem, the 
sources added. 

Mr. Arafat's visit comes after 
the three largest PLO factions 
reached agreement Wednesday in 
Aden, South Yemen, patching up 
a rift over Mr. Arafat's leadership. 


France offers role in Mideast peace efforts 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — A storm 
of festive gunfire erupted in west 
Beirut early Friday while police 
put the final casualty toll of Israeli 
air and sea attacks on a north Leb- 
anon island at 15 killed and 23 
wounded. Eleven others were 
missing and presumed drowned. 

Local militiamen fired their 
machine guns to celebrate a pre- 
dawn announcement by Leb- 
anon's Sunni Muslim grand mufti. 
Sheikh Hassan K haled, that the 
Holy Month of Ramadan was 
over. 

The sudden outbursts, which 
lasted more than an hour, jolted 
thousands of sleeping residents in 
Beirut's mainly Muslim and pre- 
dominantly Christian sectors 
alike. But police said there were 
no casualties in the shooting, mos- 
tly into the air, to mark the first 
day of the 'Eid AI Fitr festival. 

Some radio stations said spo- 
radic exchanges of rocket- 
propelled grenades across the cap- 
ital' s demarcation "green line” 
interspersed with the jubilant gun- 
fire in west Beirut. There was no 
police confirmation of the report, 
however. 

Another police statement said 
rescuers ended operations on 
“Palm Island" off the northern 
Lebanese port of Tripoli and in 
nearby waters. The island was att- 
acked by Israeli jets and gunboats 
in the past two days. 

The police did not say whether 
the final casualty count included 
an Israeli captive and three Pal- 
estinian fighters that one Pal- 
estinian commando group said 
were killed in the Israeli raids. 

The Israeli military command in 


Tel Aviv said Friday it could not 
confirm the death of the Israeli 
prisoner. A terse communique 
said: “We have no information 
that the matter is true from any 
other source, but we are con- 
tinuing our checks." 

The Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine ann- 
ounced in Damascus Thursday 
that an Israeli prisoner identified 
as First Sgt. Samir Mahmoud was 
killed on Palm Island along with 
three DFLP guards during the Isr- 
aeli attacks (See page 2). 

Sgt. Mahmoud was an Israeli 
Druze believed captured in east 
Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley last 
April. He was one of four Israelis 
held by PLO factions that were 
excluded from Thursday’s swap of 
more than 300 war prisoners bet- 
ween Syria and Israel. 

On Thursday. Israeli troops and 
armoured vehicles stormed the 
southern ShPite Muslim village of 
Maaxakeh. closing all access roads 
and arresting about 50 civilians, 
witnesses quoted by Reuter said. 

In the village of Aqtanit, five 
kilometres south of Sidon, an Isr- 
aeli helicopter opened fire and kil- 
led a fanner after the aircraft 
struck a kite flown by children 
nearby, security sources said. 

Witnesses in Maarakeh. 10 kil- 
ometres east of Tyre, said Israeli 
troops blindfolded and han- 
dcuffed 50 residents before taking 
them away in three trucks. 

The detentions came as Israel 
announced the release of 40 Shf i- 
tes from Ansar prison camp south 
of Sidon in a conciliatory gesture . 
to South Lebanon's mainly ShPite 
population. [ 


BEIRUT (R) — An Israeli gun- 
boat intercepted a Cypriot pas- 
senger ship as it approached the 
west Beirut shore Friday morning 
and diverted it to the Israeli port 
of Haifa, the ship’s agents told 
Reuters. 

The ship, .Alisur Blanco, was 
detained at Haifa throughout the 
day after the gunboat intercepted 
it nine kilometres offshore at 5:15 
a.m. (0215 GMT), the agents said. 

The ship was travelling from 
Larnaca, Cyprus, to west Beirut 
and carried 63 passengers and 21 
crewmen, who were reported safe 
after receiving thorough identity 
checks by Israeli security forces in 
Haifa. 

The ship's captain had radioed 
to Beirut saying the vessel was 
being diverted, but the Israelis 
forbade him to give any additional 
information, the agents said. The 
gunboat did not fire on the vessel 
and no Israelis boarded it before it 
reached Haifa, they added. 

The Alisur Blanco is one of two 
passenger ships that operate daily 
from a makeshift port in west Bei- 
rut. 

Lebanese Minister of State for 
South Lebanon Nabih Bern was 
contacted to help secure the ship's 
release, the agents said. Another 
agent in Lamaca said United Nat- 
ions representatives and emb- 
assies in the region had also been 
asked to intervene. 

A Cypriot government spo- 
kesman said earlier he did not 
know the circumstances of the inc- 
ident and could not say it Cyprus 
would be protesting to Israel over 
the incident.

PARIS — - France is concerned 
with supporting efforts for est- 
ablishing peace in the Middle East 
and will be willing to take part in 
any effort towards achieving that 
goal, according to President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand’s adviser on for- 
eign affairs. 

He said that any solution to the 
Middle East issue should gua- 
rantee the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people and the sec- 


urity of all states in the region. 

• Addressing a delegation of Jor- 
danian journalists orr a visit to 
France, the adviser said that the 
French president was looking for- 
ward to his visit to Jordan July 
9-1 1 and talks with His Majesty 
King Hussein to discuss dev- 
elopments in the region and to 
hear Jordanian views about its 
problems. 

The French official paid tribute 
to King Hussein’s leadership and 
stressed the importance of Jor- 


dan' s role as a stabilising factor in 
the region which he said helps the 
cause of peace. 

The French president's visit to 
Jordan reflects France's con- 
viction of Jordan’s important role, 
the adviser said. 

During the president's visit he 
will discuss with King Hussein 
Frenco- Jordanian economic 
co-operation, he added. 

He said France and other mem- 
bers of the European Community 
should extend support to Jordan's 
development projects, now that 


the community's financial pro- 
blems are over. He said the future 
will witness a significant con- 
tribution on the part of the com- 
munity towards Jordan's dev- 
elopment plans. 

In reply to a question, he said 
that France has no objection to 
selling weapons to Jordan which 
needs them for its own defence. 
The Frentfh official also criticised 
Iran for pursuing the war with Iraq 
and voiced hope that the United 
States will not be involved in tli-.- 
Gulf war. 


Court overturns ban on 
Arab- Jewish party, Kach 


Iranian hijackers in Iraq, 
say they support Bakhtiar 


TEL AVIV (R) — The Israeli 
supreme court overturned a ban 
on two political parties Thursday, 
clearing the way for an Arab- 
Jewish party and the extremist 
Kach party to run in the July 23 
general election. 

The five-judge court una- 
nimously ruled that there was no 
reason to ban the parties, dis- 
qualified last week by a par- 
liamentary election committee. 

The two parties, in their appeal 
to the supreme court, argued that 
the election committee was a pol- 
itical body and therefore had no 
right to ban them. 

Judge Meir Shemgar said the 
coun was not taking a stand on 
whether the committee could bar 
parties, but saw no reason to pre- 
vent Kach or the Arab-Jewish 
Progressive List from seeking ele- 
ction. 


Kach. which is headed by for- 
mer Jewish Defence League lea- 
der Rabbi Meir Kahane. adv- 
ocates forcefully evicting Arabs 
from Israel and the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

The Arab-Jewish Progressive 
List for Peace favours direct talks 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) and a Pal- 
estinian state in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza with East Jer- 
usalem as its capital. 

The election committee dis- 
qualified Kach on the grounds that 
it supported acts of “terror" and 
negated the” fundamental basis of 
democracy in Israel.” 

It said the Progressive List for 
Peace had “subversive pri- 
nciples," and central figures in the 
party identified with “enemies of 
the state." The party is headed by 
an Arab lawyer. 


BAGHDAD (R) — Two hij- 
ackers of an Iranian airliner arr- 
ived here Wednesday night and 
one said they were supporters of 
former Prime Minister Shapour 
Bakhtiar. 

The two men flew from Cairo, 
where they had forced the Iran Air 
Boeing 727 to land 24 hours ear- 
lier. 

They flew in on an Iraqi Air- 
ways Jumbo jet and one talked to 
reporters at a press conference at 
Baghdad airport. 

The man. who gave his name as 
Mohammad Reza Ahcri. 31. said 
he was a former lieutenant in the 
Iranian gendarmerie who opposed 
the regime of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini and had worked und- 
erground for four years. 

“Wc used one pistol and one 
knife to take over the plane." he 
said, adding that “70 per cent ol 


the passengers blessed our action 
and prayed for us." 

Mr. Aheri said the men had 
asked Egypt. France and Iraq for 
political asylum but only Baghdad 
had granted the rcqucsi. 

Mr. Aheri said he and his col- 
league were members of a mov- 
ement supporting former Iranian 
Prime Minister Bakhtiar. now in 
exile.

Syria, Israel exchange PoWs 


Jackson: U.S. proposing dates for talks with Cuba 


QUNEITRA. Golan Heights (R) 
— Syria and Israel Thursday exc- 
hanged prisoners-of-war captured 
in Lebanon in the first such swap 
between the two sides in 10 years. 

The exchange of six Israelis and 
291 Syrian military personnel was 
supervised by the International 
Committee of Red Cross (1CRC). 

The Israeli prisoners included 
three military personnel and three 
others captured by Syrian forces 
north of Beirut on May I. 

Israel claimed at the time the 
men were "officials" of the Israeli 
“liaison office" north of Beirut, 
who had been on a “sightseeing 
trip.” 

Israel also released 21 Syrian 
citizens from the Golan Heights, 
held for resisting Israeli occ- 
upation. 

Syria aiso handed back the bod- 
ies of five Israeli soldiers, inc- 
luding a pilot, while Israel ret- 
urned the bodies of 72 Syrian mil- 


itary personnel. 

The exchange operation took 
place at an area set up by the 
ICRC in the buffer zone sep- 
arating Syrian and Israeli forces. 

It started with the five Israeli 
bodies, moved from an advanced 
Syrian position aboard five veh- 
icles belonging to the United Nat- 
ions Disengagement Observer 
Forces (UNDOF). while other 
UNDOF vehicles moved from the 
Israeli side carrying 72 coffins 
with bodies of the Syrian military 
personnel. 

This was followed by an exc- 
hange of prisoners. The six Israelis 
were taken in five separate Red 
Cross cars, while several buses 
moved from the Israeli side car- 
rying the Syrians. 

Cheers roared out on both sides 
of the front lines as the prisoners 
disembarked. 

Major-General Adrian Tay- 
yara. Syria’s chief representative 


on the Syrian- Israeli Armistice 
Committee, told reporters the 
exchange was for “humanitarian 
reasons" and followed several 
months of negotiations with 
ICRC. 

Asked whether he would con- 
sider it a step towards peace with 
Israel. Gen.Tayyara. who is also a 
liaison officer with UNDOF. said: 
“I do not think so because Israel 
does not want a genuine peace." 

The freed Syrians were given a 
warm official welcome at Qun- 
eitra, with Syrian Defence Min- 
ister Major-General Mustafa Tlas 
taking part. He gave the Syrian 
dead a military salute as a military 
band played. 

The Israeli prisoners told rep- 
orters just before they left that the 
Syrians treated them well.

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The Rev. Jesse Jackson said Fri- 
day that the Reagan adm- 
inistration has proposed beg- 
inning talks with the Castro gov- 
ernment next month aimed ar the 
possible return to Cuba of several 
thousand former prison inmates 
and mental patients who came to 
the United States as part of the 
mariel boatlift in 1980. 

Mr. Jackson also said he was 
disappointed that Mr. Reagan will 
not meet with him to discuss his 
trip that brought 48 American and 
Cuban prisoners from Cuba. 

Mr. Jackson announced to rep- 
orters after a 75-minute meeting 
at the State Department that the 
administration — which has sou- 
ght talks with the Castro gov- 
ernment on the issue — has pro- 
posed two days in July for beg- 
inning the discussions. 

“1 hope President Fidel Castro 
responds to these dates and will do 
so immediately," he said. 

Mr. Jackson, a contender for 
the Democratic Party’s candidacy - 


in the forthcoming U.S. pre- 
sidential elections, flew back to 
the U.S, after a Central American 
tour. He was accompanied by 22 
American and 26 Cuban prisoners 
released by Mr. Castro as a goo- 
dwill gesture. 

In Havana. Mr. Castro told rep- 
orters: “ I felt we had to make a 
gesture of a positive nature. We 
are not asking for anything in ret- 
um." 

Mr. Jackson said Mr. Castro, 
who President Reagan has acc- 
used of helping arm leftist gue- 
rrillas in Central America, was wil- 
ling to resume diplomatic rel- 
ations with the United States. 

"If Mr. Castro is willing to cha- 
nge his stripes, then of course I 
think wc would welcome that." 
U.S. Secretary of Slate George 
Shultz said Thursday. “But I don't 
see any evidence in this that he is 
prepared to do so." 

Mr. Jackson, the freed Cuban 
political prisoners and the Ame- 
rican prisoners — many of whom 
had been held on drug trafficking 


charges — landed at Dulles Int- 
ernational Airport in two planes 
shortly before midnight. 

Some of the Americans were 
taken into custody by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents on 
criminal arrest warrants. 

But all were welcomed at the 
airport by a crowd of Jackson pol- 
itical supporters who sang "Jesse 
Jackson came to bring the pri- 
soners back home" to the tunc of 
Swing Low Sweet Charir,. 

It was an emotional scene with 
many relatives of the released on 
hand to welcome them home. 

Mr. J ackson .who claims to have 
accomplished more in his tour 
than any government emissary has 
in Central America, told rep- 
orters: “I was a success because 1 
tried." 

Earlier Thursday, Mr. Jackson 
disavowed a supporter's reported 
ami-semitic slurs which have sti- 
rred a furore in the United States. 

Referring to statements on Jews 
and Israel made recently by his 
longtime ally Louis Farrakhan. 


head of a Chicago -based black 
Muslim sect. Mr. Jackson said in a 
statement: 

“I refer specifically to his com- 
ments describing the creation of 
Israel as an ‘outlaw act' and his 
assertion that nations that helped 
found and now support Israel urc 
‘criminals' in the sight of Almighty 
God. 

“I find such statements or 
comments to be reprehensible and 
morally indefensible. 1 disavow 
such comments and thoughts." 

Mr. Jackson did not refer, how- 
ever. to Mr. Farra khan's even 
more controversial alleged sta- 
tement that Judaism was"a gutter 
religion," and aides said that omi- 
ssion was deliberate.

Officer disputes death of Israeli prisoner 


TEL AVIV (R) — A senior Israeli 
army officer Friday disputed a 
report by the Democratic Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
I DFLP) that an Israeli prisoner 
had been killed in Israeli raids on 
Palestinian bases in Lebanon. 

Maj.-Gen. Amos Yaron. chief 
of manpower, who helped to arr- 
ange Thursdays exchange of pri- 
soners between Israel and Syria, 
said similar claims had been made 
in the past by the Palestinian 
commandos and had proved to be 
untrue. 

“It is a familiar tactic used by 
the terrorists to stop our raids on 


their bases,” Mr. Yaron told rep- 
orters. 

“In my opinion the Israeli pri- 
soner is alive and I wish to remind 
the terrorists that he is their res- 
ponsibility and they are bound to 
care for his safety. 

“If they fail to do this, we will 
find the means to respond.” 

A DFLP spokesman said in 
Damascus Thursday that Israeli 
Druze Sergeant Samir Assad died 
with three of his Palestinian gua- 
rds during the Israeli raids. 

But the spokesman did not spe- 
cify exactly where or when the Isr- 
aeli raid occurred. 


Israel Thursday released 291 
Syrian prisoners taken during its 
1982 invasion of Lebanon in ret- 
urn for six Israelis. 

The DFLP has announced it is 
holding four Israeli soldiers and 
the Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration. of Palestine-General 
Command (PFLP-GC) is thought 
to have three although the Israelis 
said Thursday they believe the 
group has a fourth prisoner. 

Israeli efforts to get them rel- 
eased together with the prisoners 
freed Thursday by the Syrians 
were unsuccessful. 


Arens denies elections influenced PoW swap 


TEL AVIV (R) — As Israelis 
freed by Syria returned home in an 
exchange of prisoners. Defence 
Minister Moshe Arens Thursday 
night rejected any link between 
the swap and Israel's forthcoming 
general election. 

In return for six of its men cap- 
tured in Lebanon. Israel Thursday 
released 291 Syrians captured in 
fighting in the 1982 Lebanon war. 
together with 20 Arab civilians 
held in Israeli jails. 

Israel newspapers had spe- 
culated that Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir’s right-wing Likud 
government, trailing the opp- 
osition Labour Party in pre- 
election polls, might have agreed 
to the exchange to strengthen its 
position. 

- But Mr. Arens told reporters: 
'The implication is that we were 
ready to risk the lives and fates of 


our ( men out of ‘political con- 
siderations. Of course there was 
no consideration of any political 
nature, and 1 find it insulting that 
anyone even raises it.’ 

Uri Avneri. a leftist politician 
running for parliament on a 
Jewish- Arab list, said the timing 
of the exchange raised a serious 
question over whether the pri- 
soners’ suffering was extended 
longer than necessary. 

*• It should not be forgotten that 
it was the Likud government whch 
was responsible for their falling 
prisoner, in order to enable to 
Likud government to pull out an 
electoral rabbit three weeks bef- 
ore the election.” said Mr. Avneri. 

But Labour Party leader Shi- 
mon Peres, in an election sta- 
tement broadcast by state tel- 
evision, appealed to Israelis to 
unite in welcoming their returned 


soldiers. “ In times like these, even 
with an election campaign, one 
has to appreciate what the gov- 
ernment did,” he said. 

Mr. Arens said the government 
of Syrian President Hafez A1 
‘ Assad had notified Israel via the 
International Red Cross and other 
intermediaries last November that 
it was willing to negotiate a pri- 
soner exchange. 

Mr. Shmuel Tamir. a former 
justice minister who handled the 
negotiations for Israel, said the 
exchange agreement was -almost 
broken off when Syria refused to 
release three Israeli Foreign Min- 
istry employees captured north of 
Beirut in May. 

"They wanted to settle only on 
the first three (soldiers).” said Mr. 
Tamir. “Only a couple of days ago 
did they agree.”

CAIRO (R) — Egypt's Acting 
Prime Minister Kamal Hass an Ali 
will almost certainly be confirmed 
in the job and head a new cabinet 
likely to be sworn in on July 10 by 
President Hosni Mubarak, sou- 
rces dose Jo the government said 
Friday. 

A new cabinet must be formed 
after May 27 parliamentary ele- 
ctions and the death from a heart 
attack of Prime Minister Fuad 
Mohieddm oo June 5. 

The sources said a major res- 
huffle was unlikely. But Ahmad 
Essmat Abdul Meguid. former 
chief delegate at the United Nat- 
ions. would probably come in as i 
foreign minister, the job that Mr. 
AJi held under Mr. Mohieddin, 
they added. 

Mr. Abdul Meguid, 61. served 
in the U.N. from the mid-1 970s to 
1983. when he reached civil ser- 
vice retiring age. He has an Egy- 
ptian law degree and French doc- 
torate in international law. 

The sources said Mr. Ali. 62. 
would start final consultations on 
forming the new cabinet after the 
Muslim feast of *Eid AJ Fitr end- 
ing the fasting month of Ramadan. 

Egypt’s government will have a 
marked military flavour. 

Mr. Mubarak is a Soviet- trained 
former flight pilot and air force 
chief. Mr. Ali is an ex-generai and 
a third military man. Field Mar- 
shal Mohammad Abdul Halim 
Abu Ghazala. is almost certain to 
stay on as defence minister and 
deputy prime minister. 


Soviet team 
ends visit 
to Tehran 


TEHRAN (R) — A Soviet del- 
egation left Iran after apparently 
making significant progress in 
mending relations between Teh- 
ran and Moscow. 

The delegation, led by Deputy 
Power Minister Alexei Makukhin. 
had spent a week here and rea- 
ched agreements in principle on 
mutual co-operation in several 
energy projects. 

The agreements were the first 
reached with Moscow by Iran’s 
radical Islamic rulers since rel- 
ations between the two countries 
plunged 13 months ago. 

Mr. Makukhin. the first Soviet 
official to visit Tehran since then, 
told reporters before leaving the 
trip had been “successful.” 

Diplomats said the visit could 
herald a marked change in eco- 
nomic relations between Iran and 
its northern neighbour. 

Iran had also shown it could 
turn to Moscow to offset any 
growth of United States influence 
with Arab states in the Gulf reg- 
ion. they said. 

Tran’s Gulf war with Iraq ove- 
rshadowed the visit with Iran con- 
cerned over Moscow’s aims sup- 
plies to Baghdad. The diplomats 
said that, as expected, no mention 
of this had been made in reports of 
Mr. Makukhin's meeting with 
Deputy Iranian Foreign Minister 
Ali Mohammad Besharari. 

But Iran would no doubt have 
stressed it sought a more balanced 
approach by Moscow to arms sup- 
plies, they said. 

The agreements in principle 
covered completing power plants 
under construction in Isfahan and 
Ahwaz, the building of two dams 
on the Aras River bordering the 
two countries by the Caspian Sea 
and exchange of energy. 

Although not announced pub- 
licly, informed sources said the 
Soviet Union withdrew 800 tec- 
hnicians working on the partly- 
completed Ahwaz power plant 
last February amid anti-Soviet 
rhetoric by Iran. 


Iran warns it will strike back 
after another Iraqi air attack

BAHRAIN (R)— A new flare-up 
in the Gulf “tanker waY’ looked in 
prospect Thursday as Iran warned 
it would strike bade after another 
Iraqi air attack on an oil tanker 
near Iran's Kharg Island oil ter- 
minal. 

Iran's cabinet met Wednesday 
to discuss the Iraqi attacks on shi- 
pping using its ports and Prime 
Minister Mir-Hossein Mousavi 
said later: “ We will deliver a blow 
for every blow we receive.” 

His statement, which said Iran 
would also hit at Baghdad’s sup- 
porters, came after Iraq reported 
attacking two more vessels in the 
northern Gulf and warned of 


“even more severe attacks” on 
shipping which continued to serve 
Iranian ports. 

There was no confirmation of 
any attack on a second vessel. 

The latest Iraqi strike came two 
days after Iraq shattered a two- 
week lull in the “tanker wax” with 
a missile attack on the Greek- 
owned Alexander the Great at 
Kharg Island last Sunday. 

That 330,000-ton supertanker 
was not badly damaged and left 
Kharg under its own' power. 

But reports in oil industry and 
diplomatic sources suggested two 
loading ter minals at Kharg Island 
may have been damaged in the 
attack.

Iranian Kurds reportedly fleeing into Turkey 


ANKARA (R) — About 200 Ira- 
nian Kurds, including women and 
children, have fled to Turkey this 
week to escape an apparent sweep 
against Kurdish militants in nor- 
thwest Iran by Iranian Security 
Forces, according to reports from 
the area reaching Ankara Thu- 
rsday. 

Local reporters said a group of 
45 people, mostly women and chi- 


ldren. reached the Turkish town 
of Baskale, near the remote, mou- 
ntainous frontier Thursday, and 
were being held in a local school. 
They followed at least 150 people 
who had crossed the border pre- 
viously, they said. 

There has been no official 
comment on the reports. 

Local reporters said ar least five 
of those that had come across the 


border were wounded from cla- 
shes with Iranian forces and were 
in a hospital in the eastern city of 
Van. 

They added it appeared Iranian 
Security Forces had launched a 
major operation against Kurdish 
militants in the border region. 
Ethnic Kurds have long fought 
campaigns against Tehran for gre- 
ater local autonomy. 


Pro-Israeli militia detains Lebanese troops 


SIDON, Lebanon (R) — A pro- 
Israeli militia detained seven off- 
duty Lebanese army soldiers Fri- 
day who were trying to leave 
Israeli-occupied South Lebanon 
by a dirt track, security sources 
said. 

The soldiers were not leaving by 
the only officially open road, thr- 
ough the mountain village of 
Bater. 30 kilometres east of Sidon. 
because they did not have the req- 
uired passes from the Israelis, the 
security sources said. 

The Israelis require Lebanese 
to get permits to leave or enter the 
south. The procedure often takes 
days and the Israelis have often 
refused to give permits to drive 
cars into the south. 

Once travellers do get a permit 
and proceed to the Israeli che- 
ckpoint at Bater. they have to join 


a queue that sometimes is three 
kilometres long and takes hours or 
days to get through. 

The Lebanese soldiers were 
returning to their army units in 
West Beirut after visiting their 
families, the sources said, and 
were led away by the militia 
known as the “South Lebanon 
Army” which has a checkpoint on 
the dirt track. 

At the Israeli checkpoint on the 
official road, Israeli soldiers det- 
ained two people from Sidon who 
were on their way to Beirut, the 
sources added. 

No reason was given for any of 
the detentions. Israel has said it 
has applied strict security mea- 
sures to reduce almost daily att- 
acks on its troops. 

Communist activists in the 
south spread leaflets on Sidon str- 


eets overnight attacking the 
“South Lebanon Army" and pra- 
ising resistance fighters against the 
Israeli occupation, residents said. 

Signed by the “ Communist Act- 
ion Organisation — South 
Branch,” the leaflets declared that 
“a south that resists is the gate to 
liberation and unification.” 

The Communist Action Org- 
anisation is one of the groups wor- 
king in a loosely-knit “Lebanese 
National Resistance" group, res- 
idents said. In a speech in Beirut 
marking the end of the Muslim 
fasting month of Ramadan, the 
country’s top Sunni Muslim spi- 
ritual leader renewed his call for 
the freeing of the south. 

“The top priority remains to 
liberate our land and people from 
the occupying Israeli enemy.” said 
.the cleric. Mufti Hassan Khaled. 


Morocco to pay dearly for new defences, Polisario says 


ALGIERS (R) — A top official of 
the Polisario Front fighting for 
independence in the Western 
Sahara says the guerrillas will 
make Morocco pay “a heavy 
price" for building a new def- 
ensive wall in the disputed former 
Spanish colony. 

Mohammad Ould Salek told 
Reuters in an interview in Algiers 
Thursday that the Moroccan army 
had over-extended itself along its 
new defences and wouid be more 
vulnerable to guerrilla attack than 
ever. 

Mr. Ould Salek. head of foreign 
relations for the Algerian-backed 
Polisario, also said the guerrillas 
would seek diplomatic sanctions 
against Morocco at the next sum- 
mit meeting of the Organisation of 
African Ltnity (OAU). 

Accusing Morocco’s King Has- 
san of rebuffing African peace 
moves and opting for a military 


solution, the official said the san- 
ctions could include expulsion 
from the OAU. 

“King Hassan has chosen war 
and we are going to make him pay 
a heavy price if he wants to con- 
tinue the war,” Mr. Ould Salek 
said. “As time passes, he will hayc 
to put more men and equipment 
along the wall.” 

Mr. Ould Salek denied sug- 
gestions that the 1.100-kilometre 
wall of sand, barbed wire and min- 
efields could signal the end of the 
eight-yea r-old conflict over the 
Moroccan-ruled Western Sahara. 
“In fact, the battle is just beg- 
inning.” he declared. 

The wall runs south from Mor- 
occan territory down to the Mau- 
ritanian border and then wes- 
twards to the Atlantic Ocean. It 
aims to secure almost half the des- 
ert territory against attack from 


Polisario guerrilla bases in Algeria 
and Mauritania. 

But Mr. Ould Salek said the Pol- 
isario had proved in the past that 
Moroccan defences were prone to 
attack. This was doubly true now 
that the Moroccan army was sca- 
ttered over defensive positions the 
length of the wall. 

“The wall is very vulnerable 
because it is much longer than 
previous walls." he declared. "To 
continue the war, the Moroccans 
will have to put all their forces 
along the wall.” 

In recent weeks, the Polisario 
has reported almost daily dashes 
with the Moroccan Armed Forces, 
but Rabat denies any eng- 
agements have taken place. 

Last year’s OAU summit ren- 
ewed a call for a ceasefire and a 
referendum, and for the first time 
exhorted Morocco to begin direct 
negotiations with the Polisario. 


But Morocco rejects direct talks 
and no progress has been made on 
the referendum. 

The SADR stayed away from 
last year’s OAU summit as a ges- 
ture of goodwill designed to pre- 
vent a boycott by Morocco and its 
supporters. 

But Mr. Ould Salek said: 
“Morocco has rejeaed the Afr- 
ican solution. We can no longer 
pay the price the King Hassan’ s 
policies.” 

The Polisario's supporters say a 
majority of the 5 1 members of the 
OAU — 29 according to Mr. Ould 
Salek — now formally recognise 
the SADR, entitling it to take its 
place beside other heads of stale. 

Mr. Ould Salek said the san- 
ctions sought by the SADR would 
range from breaking off dip- 
lomatic relations with Morocco to 
expulsion.

1983 balance of payments 
registers JD 15.4m surplus 

AMMAN (R) — Jordan's overall balance of payments dipped into 
deficit in the fourth quarter of 1983, but showed a surplus for the 
whole year after a deficit in 1982. official figures issued recently have 
shown. 

The fourth quarter deficit was JD 5.5 million after a surplus ofJD 
1 0.5 million iu the third quarter and a deficit of JD 41 .8 million in the 
fourth quarter of 1982, the provisional Central Bank of Jordan 
figures showed. 

But the balance of payments for the whole of 1983 showed a 
surplus of JD 15.4 million after a deficit of JD 4.9 million in 1982. 

The fourth quarter current account deficit was JD 57.5 million 
after a surplus of JD 6 .9 million in the third quarter and a shortfall of 
JD 63.2 million a year earlier. 

The visible trade deficit was JD 248.1 million after deficits of JD 
224.0 million and JD 271.3 million in the previous and year earlier 
quarters respectively. 

Exports rose to JD 59 million from JD 42.6 million in the previous 
quarter, but were below the JD 70.7 million in the last quarter of 
1982. the figures showed. 

The visible deficit was partly offset by an invisible trade surplus of 
JD 86.6 million in the fourth quarter against JD 1 62.9 million and JD 
96.2 million surpluses in the previous and year earlier quarters. 


Regulation of labour force to alleviate unemployment

AMMAN — A new amendment 
to the labour law was enforced 
early this jmmtJt regulating the 
sapplyof manpower to give- job 
priorities to Jordanians. In par- 
ticular the new amendment sti- 
pulates that air non Jordanians 
working tn the country must acq- 
uire a work permit. 

"This amendment to the labour 
few empowers the ministry to ref- 
use or grant work permits to Arab 
and foreign workers depending on 
the availability of the Jordanian 
workforce". Dr. .Taysecr Abdul 
Jatar. rnmmer of labour told the 
Jordan Tories. 

- The Jordanian labour market is 
in a state of dynamic fluctuation. 
During the 1 970's, Jordan faced a 
shortage of labour and was forced 
to mport a large number of Arab 
and foreign labourers to fill the 
. vacuum in fields such as con- 
'struciimL agriculture, the hotel 
•nda^iy and transport,

The work permit will be issued 
against a fee of JD 10 for Arabs, 
and JD 30 for non Arabs. Also, a 
two month period of grace is being 
given to labourers in all sectors to 
obtain their work permits, except 
agricultural in which the period is 
three months. 

A fine of JD 30 for each 
month’s delay will be imposed on 
labourers who do not obtain their 
work permits. 

Between June 2 and 21. the 
total number of work permits iss- 
ued were 1 1 .926 for Arab wor- 
kers. and 1.650 for foreign wor- 
kers and the total fees collected 
* were JD 168.790- “We are exp- 
ecting ro collect something like JD 
l million in one year.” Dr. Abdul 
.jaber said. 

“Brain drain” 

In an earlier interview with the 
Reuter news agency last month. 
Dr. Abdul Jaber explained that 
the ministry is expecting 10.000 
Jordanian workers operating in 
the Gulf to return to Jordan. 
However, 6.000 others are exp- 
ected to go and work there. 


He also told Reuter that three 
per cent of Jordan's estimated 
500.000 workforce is expected to 
be unemployed this year. 

According to information rel- 
eased by the Ministry of Labour, 
there are 320.000 Jordanians 
working abroad, mostly in the 
Arab oil exporting 'countries. 

■■We do not consider people 
working in the Gulf as pa a of the 
brain drain problem, because we 
consider it as part of regional 
co-operation between Jordan and 
the Arab oil exporting countries, 
and this co-operation has been 
going on for the past 30 years". 
Dr. Abdul Jaber said. ^ 

“On the other hand, highlyqua- 
llfied Jordanians working in ind- 
ustrialised countries form the 
brain drain problem, and we are 
trying to induce these people to 
come back and work in Jordan," 
he added. 

Promotion of agriculture 

■ As for the agricultural sector, 
we all know that we nave a sho- 
rtage of Jordanian workers. This is 
due to the fact that Jordanians do 
not favour certain jobs and occ- 
upations. As a result, Egyptian 
and Indian workers are pre- 
dominant in this sector, he said. 

The Ministry of Labour is pre- 
paring to start orientation courses 
and training programmes in the 
agricultural field through the 
Vocational Training Corporation. 


The ministry is also studying the 
possibility of employing ele- 
mentary and preparatory edu- 
cation graduates, with farmers and 
land owners in the hope of raising 
Jordanian interest in agriculture. 

Furthermore, the Ministry of 
Labour has opened new offices in 
the Jordan Valley, Raratha. Taf- 
ila. Ma’an. Jerash, Madaba and 
North Shouneh in order to enable 
it to extend its services to different 
cities and towns all over the cou- 
ntry. 

New labour offices will also be 
opened in South Shouneh and 
Deir AIJa in the near future to 
serve the surrounding areas. 

“Generate income" 

“This will add to the financial 
burden of the government, but 
with the new law- we will be able to 
generate the income to cover the 
expenses incurred by running 
these facilities.” Dr. Abdul Jaber 
said. 

The Ministry of Labour will also 
issue work permits to workers who 
are not full-time employees. 
These will be available to the agr- 
icultural sector whenever they are 
needed. 

The labour law also stipulates 
that the number of Jordanians 
working in companies should not 
be less than 50 percent in the con- 
struction industry and 60 per cent 
in operational projects. 

In the case of HANBO, a South 
Korean construction company 
which is employing far less than 50 
per cent of Jordanian workers. Dr. 
Abdul Jaber said: “We have req- 
uired HANBO to donate a voc- 


ational training centre which will i 
cost up to $ I million 

This training centre will be in I 
the Jordan Valley and will be used 
for different agricultural pur- i 
poses. “We consider this a very I 
good formula." he added. 

Illegal recruitment 

The labour market in Jordan is 
subject to certain illegal recruiting 
traffic and some recruiting age- 
ncies are operating under the 
name of other industries or bus- 
inesses. 

Fourteen of these recruiting 
agencies were dosed at one lime 
as they were working as middle 
met? between foreign workers and 
the Jordanian labour market. 

Regarding this problem, 1 . Dr. 
Abdul Jaber said "we will pen- 
alise such agencies if we receive 
definite information that they 3re 
working as recruiting agencies. 

“Nowadays, our importation of 
labour from Asia and other parts 
of the world has been very much 
been reduced- Most of our labour 
force is Arab, particularly from 
Egypt” he added. 

Dr. Abdul Jaber concluded: 
“Most of our importation of lab- 
our is now basically in the field of 
home helps. Useemsihatthereisa 
social need for these people".

The society’s appeal came in a 
communique issued on the occ- 
asion of ‘Eid AI Fitr. In its com- 
munique. the society called on all 
drivers not to drive too fast in 
order to avoid road tragedies dur- 
ing this happy occasion. 

It also called on pedestrians to 
use the special areas allocated for 
road crossing to walk on the pav- 
ement when possible. 

The society also called on' all 
parents to keep an eye on their 
children when crossing the street 
and to protect them from being hit 
by cars. 

It also asked drivers not to exp- 
loit this occasion by violating tra- 
ffic laws and regulations, and not - 
to over load their cars with pas- 
sengers. 

Finally, the society expressed 
the hope that the ‘Eid AJ Fitr hoi-, 
iday will pass without accident or 
losses of life. This, the society said, 
can be achieved if all those con- 
cerned follow the rules of common • 
sense as well as obeying the reg- 
ulations. 


Jordan will leave for Baghdad dur- 
ing the coming week to put the 
finishing touches to the agr- 
eement.

its implementation. Dr. Anani 
pointed out. 

Oil. commodity exchange 

Also under the agreement, Iraq 
will export oil products to Jordan 
in exchange for the supply of 
commodities, transport services 
and facilities for Iraq. 

Another subject discussed dur- 
ing the minister's visit, was a joint 
Iraqi- Jordanian company for pro- 
cessing Jordanian agricultural 
products. 

It was announced in Was- 
hing! on on Wednesday that the 
American Export-Import Bank 
has offered financial help of up to 
S500 million to U.S. firms exp- 
orting equipment and services to 
be used in building the oil pipeline 
from Al Haditha to Aqaba. The 
bank, a federal government age- 
ncy. helps finance exports sales of 
American goods and services. 


Export of eggs raises 
$20 million in 4 years 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan sold 
Iraq and other Gulf Arab states 
265 million eggs over the past four 
years, of which Iraq bought the 
lion's share. Mr. Suleiman Irt- 
eimeh. chairman of a committee 
supervising the work of the Jor- 
danian Co-operative Society for 
the marketing of eggs said in 
an interview with AJ Dustour daily 
Arabic newspaper. 

He said that the four-year shi- 
pment of eggs had earned the cou- 
ntry $20 million. 

Mr. Irteimeh. who was speaking 
on the fourth anniversary of the 
establishment of the society, said 
that this year Jordan will produce 
nearly 360 million eggs, of which 


the local market will consume 300 
million. 

The co-operative society has 
won contracts to sell Iraq 20 mil- 
lion eggs until the end of 1984. 
and plans are being made to sell 
other shipments of eggs to the 
Gulf Arab states. Mr. Irteimeh 
added. 

The society has been promised 
by the Ministry of Agriculture a 
piece of land near Abu Alanda. to 
the south of here, (or ihe est- 
ablishment of a central pool o! 
eggs where they u ill be graded and 
packed for sale, and where cold 
stores can be built to keep the egos 
before going to market. Mr. Irt- 
eimeh said.

Al Ra’i: Arabs must learn 

THE COURAGE UOUS resistance in South Lebanon has prompted 
the /sraefi military forces to express their rage and rejection of 
maintaining their presence there. Moreover, this trend has spread 
among the Israelis themselves and has become pan of the election 
campaign publicity launched by the Labour Party. 

The demonstration staged by the Israeli reserve soldiers in protest 
against the decision to send them to Lebanon is an indicator to what 
the situation might reach amongst the Israelis if the Lebanese res- 
istance continues and escalates. This means that the use of force is the 
only language the Israeli military' establishment understands and 
respects since regular loss is behind the drop in the morale of the 
Israeli soldiers who have started to describe South Lebanon as the 
Vietnamese trap. 

This is also a lesson which Arabs should learn as the fighters in 
South Lebanon have been able to defeat the Israeli forces inspite of 
the bad Arab .situation. What would the situation be like if Arabs 
lived up to challenges and used force as the only means of com- 
munication with Israel. Israel has been rejecting all peace initiatives 
because such initiatives are not supported with force, which is the 
only language Israel understand, or at least because Israel is not 
convinced that Arabs are capable of using that language when com- 
municating with it. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Anti-peace alliance 

IN A bid to counter peace efforts and to disperse any opportunity for 
achieving a comprehensive, just and peaceful settlement the Middle 
East. Israel and the United States describe the situation in the Middle 
East as imbalanced and clumsy due to the elections in both Israel and 
the U.S. 

Israel is also manipulating the so-called political vacuum in the 
area to consecrate its occupation of the occupied Arab lands and to 
impose a fait accompli. 

The U.S.. which is subject to Zionist pressures and hegemony tries 
to exploit the opportunity for election purposes. • 

For these reasons. boClf'America add" Israel have rejected the 
proposal to hold an international conference for peace, in which all 
parties concerned will take part. Thus it becomes evident that the 
White House administration is only interested to achieve personal 
gains, particularly by those standing for candidacy, at the expense of 
U.S. interests and credibility in the area, while the Israel is work on 
enlarging the settlements. 

The argument that a political move for achieving peace in the 
Middle East area is dependent on the elections in Israel and America 
and the outcome of such elections is a wrong dictum which lacks 
sound judgement in the light of international unanimity to prove 
quickly to establish peace in the area.

Al Ra’i: Students can do better 

SCHOOL STUDENTS from a huge human force in most countries 
especially those which witness a population explosion. These stu- 
dents could be made to form a powerful economic force for their 
society, leading lo more progress. Unfortunately, however, in the 
developing nations this huge force is being left idle and continues to 
grow as a liability to the country's economy and the society as a 
whole. 

In the past, school children used to study and to work, and the 
schools used to respond to the needs of the children and their work 
programmes during ihe summer holidays. Today, however, the stu- 
dents have been made to become consumers, living in a state of 
disguised unemployment between 1 2 and 20 years of age. a period in 
which all students are of high vitality and physical power. Separating 
schools from work is separating children from life and transforming 
education into a meaningless practice, no matter how hard edu- 
cationalists try to improve the situation. 

The alternative is integrating school life and work into a useful 
programme that can help children. The ministry of education can 
work out programmes for technical, cultural and social activities for 
the children, programmes that are adopted by municipalities, gov- 
ernment departments, clubs, charitable societies and other org- 
anisations as is the case in advanced countries. The ministry will thus 
offer a belter service to the young generations and the society as a 
whole. 

Al Dustour: Lebanese should co-operate 


DESPITE THE sporadic clashes in Lebanon, we can sense an atm- 
osphere of optimism prevailing in that country at present, now that 
the government has succeeded in working out a security plan aiming 
at ending the fighting and restoring peace in Beirut and the nei- 
ghbouring mountain areas. 

If the Lebanese people display a spirit of responsibility and co- 
operation with the council, the road will be open for the military to 
re-establish security in Lebanon. The Lebanese people should realise 
that this is the right opportunity for making peace: they must grab it 
and work towards serving the cause of their country's unity and 
territorial integrity. Otherwise. Lebanon will remain an arena for 
foreign into* vention. open to destructive forces. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Firm GCC stand 


AS A result of continuous Iranian threats to Gulf Arab states the 
members of the Gulf Co-operation Council have adopted a strategy 
to defend their air space and shipping in the region. 

Altogether, the council members can make available 300 war 
planes with which they can repel any aggression on their oil ins- 
tallations and oil tankers. This air power is far much stronger than 
Iran's airforce which has proved its weakness and failure in the war 
with ’raq. The council members are also supported by other Arab 
states have succeeded in foiling attempts by Iran to buy war material 
from the U.S. and European nations. Italy has recently cancelled a 
deal for the sale of warships to Iran under Arab pressure and because 
it realises that its interests with Arab stales might suffer if the deal 
went through. 

/Ml this pressure by the World and the Arab countries will eve- . 
ntually force Iran to stop its aggressive policies against its neighbours 
and respond to ihe call of peace. 


UNESCO has a different story to tell 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT by 
the United States government 
of its intention to withdraw 
from the United Nations Edu- 
cational. Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organisation (UNESCO) 
has given rise to various all- 
egations about the org- 
anisation’s policies, activities 
and management. These call 
for the following rectifications 
and clarifications. 

1. Who decides about Une- 
sco’s policies, programme 
and budget? 

UNESCO is an int- 
ergovernmental organisation 
with 161 member states and 
three associate members. The 
Holy See participates as an 
observer in a number of its act- 
ivity es- 

The General Conference, 
to which observers from all 
governmental and non- - 
governmental organisations 
are invited, is made up of rep- 
resentatives of the member sta- 
tes. It has sovereign power to 
determine UNESCO’s pol- 
icies, the programme, and vote 
the budget, deciding upon the 
organisation's medium-term 
plan every six years and ado- 
pting its programme and bud- 
get every other year. 

The Executive Board, whose 
members are elected by the 
General Conference, is res- 
ponsible to it for the execution 
of the programme. 

The Secretariat, which is 
placed under the authority of 
the director-general-himself 
appointed by the General Con- 
ference — carries out the Gen- 
eral Conference's decisions. 
The director-general reports 
periodically to the governing 
bodies on the execution of the 
programme and the man- 
agement of the organisation's 
funds. He also submits pro- 
posals concerning UNESCO’s 
programme and budget, but 
the final decisions rest with the 
General Conference alone. 

2. Has UNESCO strayed 
from the purposes for which 
it was founded? 

Those who make this par- 
ticular allegation hark back to a 
kind of ’‘golden age", when the 
organisation was supposedly 
sheltered from world tensions 
and aroused universal adm- 
iration for its effective literacy., 
campaigns or for rescuing the- 
temples of Nubia. 

This contrasting of a glorious 
past with the present sys- 
tematically depicted as gloomy 
overlooks crucial facts. 

The issue of whether the 
organisation has remained fai- 
thful to its constitution cannot 
be judged simply by its pra- 
ctical achievements or qua- 
ntitive results. 

UNESCO's nrimarv our- 
nose. in fact, is to develop int- 
ellectual co-oncration among 
nations. It serves as a forum for 
the activities of the mind — 
education, science, culture, 
information and com- 
munication — and promotes 
exchanges of ideas and kno- 
wledge in these fields. Hence, 
among other things, the res- 
earch the organisation carried 
out itself or entrusts to various 
institutions: the meetings, sem- 
inars and symposia that it org- 
anises. bringing together spe- 
cialists from all over the world: 
and the books, periodicals and 
documents that it publishes 
and distributes on a worldwide 
scale. The fact that, of all the 
agencies of the United Nations 
system, it is UNESCO that cur- 
rently has the largest number 
of member states demonstrates 
the importance they attach to 
it. 

As to practical ach- 
ievements. UNESCO's current 
“operational activities" can 
fully bear comparison with 
those of its earlier years. 

Between 1979 and 19X3. 
UNESCO carried out over a 
thousand “operational pro- 
jects" in nearly one hundred 
member states, for which pur- 
pose it alone mustered nearly 
$400 million, to say nothing of 
the hundreds of other projects 
which it helped to implement 
by providing the services of 
experts and adv isers or by act- 
ing as an intermediary. These 


“projects” or “ achievements'’ 
cover a multitude of und- 
ertakings, ranging from edu- 
cational planning and reform in 
an African country to the res- 
toration of a Buddhist temple 
or the construction of an oce- 
.anographic research vessel. - 
During the same period. 
UNESCO was involved in 
campaigns which brought lit- 
eracy to over fifteen million 
adults and young people not 
enrolled in schools. In 1980 
alone it took part in the tra- 
ining of nearly 30,000 tea- 
chers. 

Since 1978. UNESCO has 
got together more than $40 
million for twenty-nine int- 
ernational campaigns to saf- 
eguard historic monuments 
and sites; among these are 
Venice, the Acropolis, the 
Plaza Vieja in Havana, the isl- 
and of Goree in Senegal and Sri 
Lanka’s "Cultural Triangle" - 
More than a thousand million 
dollars will have to be found to 
carry these campaigns to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

The organisation spends 
nearly $30 million a year on its 
international scientific pro- 
grammes. such as the Int- 
ernational Hydrological Pro- 
gramme. the International 
Geological Correlation Pro- 
gramme ot the Programme on 
Man and the Biosphere 
(MAB). The member states, 
for their part, contribute more 
than $500 million to these pro- 
grammes. and over 20.000 sci- 
entists are taking part in them. 
Every year, more than 4.000 
researchers receive training 
under UNESCO’s auspices. 

3. Is UNESCO “politicised’* 

It was the will of its founders 
that UNESCO should be pol- 
itical. Thev felt that sho- 
rtcomings in international 
co-ooeTation in the realm of 
ideas h3d been nartlv res- 
ponsible for the emergence of 
Fascism and brought about 
the World War II. The org- 
anisation was thus established 
to build a peace "founded ... 
upon the intellectual and moral 
solidarity of mankind.” 

It is political by virtue of its 
fields of competence: edu- 
cation. science, culture, inf- 
ormation and communication 
arc dearly not unrelated to the 
way societies are governed, i.e. 
to politics in th ^ ^u e sense of 
the wd&£ : .. _r.VV 
^ It is political by viij^of its 
constitution, since the General 
Conference. UNESCO's sup- 
reme body, is made up of rep- 
resentatives of the gov- 
ernments of the member states, 
who naturally use that forum lo 
express their governments 
views and concerns. 

The political situation in the 
world is. therefore, inevitably 
reflected within UNESCO. 
Only if one considers that the 
problems confronting the int- 
ernational community have 
been “ politicised" since 1945 
can it be said that the org- 
anisation is now more 'pol- 
iticsetf than when it was fou- 
nded. 

4. Is there an “automatic 
majority*' in UNESCO? 

For this to be so. two con- 
ditions would need to be ful- 
filled: firstly, the decisions to 
be taken must be put to the 
vote, and secondly, when they 
are. the voting must clearly 
reveal the existence of an “aut- 
omatic majority"." 

For sc\ cral years, however. 
UNESCO has been following a 
distinctive practice: that of 
seeking consensus, thus mak- 
ing it possible to take full acc- 
ount of the fundamental pns- 
■ itions of all member states, inc- 
luding those in the smallest 
minority, and to adopt dec- 
isions without taking a vote. 
UNESCO's second medium- 
term plan, for instance, which 
provides the framework lor its 
activities for 19X4- 1 9X9. was 
adopted by consensus. 

Consensus-seeking has been 
made a general practice by the 
setting up of u “Drafting and 
Negotiation Group" at each 
session of the General Con- 
ference since 1976. The Gen- 
eral Conference entrusts this 
group with the most con- 
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troversial draft resolutions, 
mandating it to propose ame- 
ndments to them or even to 
propose their withdrawal in 
some cases, so that as far as 
possible a formula obtaining 
general consent can be arrived 
at. At the last General Con- 
ference. out of 134 resolutions 
not dealing with elections but 
with the policies and activities 
of the organisation. 132 were 
adopted without being put to a 
vote. Above all. experience 
proves that the voting does not 
faithfully or systematically hug 
the contours of the various reg- 
ional groups into which mem- 
ber states are divided. 

5. Does UNESCO deal with 
matters outside its com- 
petence, such as peace and 
disarmament? 

The answer is all there in the 
constitution, which states in its 
preamble that “since wars 
beam in the minds of men. it is 
in the minds of men that the 
defences of peace must be con- 
structed". and. under the hea- 
ding" Purposes and functions" . 
that “the purpose of the org- 
anisation is to contribute to 
Peace and security bv pro- 
moting collaboration among 
the natrons through education, 
science^and culture...". It is 
within these three snccific fie- 
lds that UNF.SCO carries nut 
its action for Peace and dis- 
armament. thus approaching 
these matters from an angle 
entirely- different from that of 
the United Nations or the 
Geneva Conference. 

6. Does UNESCO advocate 
censorship, licensing of jou- 
rnalists and “codes of con- 
duct” for the press? 

Without a single exception 
all its resolutions on inf- 
ormation and communication 
have been adorned bv con- 
sensus. thus fullv respecting the 
basip convictions of all member 
states. Not one of these res- 
olutions and not one of the sta- 
tements made bv the director- 
general advocates licensing or 
codes of conduct for jou- 
rnalists. let alone censorshin. 
while a recent (Feb. 25. 19X3) 
State Department report to the 
United States Congress ack- 
nowledged that “ UNESCO to 
date has debated but not imp- 
lemented policies or Pro- 
cedures of an anti-free press 
nature." 

Whilst member states and 
experts are ail fully entitled to 
defend any position or pro- 
posal as they sec fit without 
UNESCO. only those which 
explicitly appear in the res- 
olution of its supreme body, 
the General Conference, bec- 
ome the positions and pro- 
posals of UNESCO. 

7. Does UNESCO wish to 
subordinate human rights to 
the rights of peoples? 

"Nothing in the proposed 
programme authorises such an 
interpretation”, as the 
director-general said at the last 
session of the General Con- 
ference. ** human rights and the 

rights of peoples", he stated, 
“are organically linked. Wit- 
hout the rights of peoples, 
human rights are in danger of 
remaining purely _ formal ... 
Without human "rights, the 


rights of peoples cannot con- 
stitute a recourse against inj- 
ustice or tyranny. A deeper 
study is required of this rel- 
ationship and of the very con- 
cept of the rights of peoples". 

8. Why does UNESCO give 
aid to liberation movements 
and how much does it give? 

The representatives of Afr- 
ican liberation movements 
recognised by the Organisation 
of African Unity, namely the 
African National Congress 
(ANC) and the Pan Africanist 
Congress (PAC) of South Afr- 
ica and the South West Africa 
People's Organisation 
(SWAPO) of Namibia, have 
been associated with UNE- 
SCO’s activities since 1972. in 
pursuance of a resolution then 
adopted by the General Con- 
ference- 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation. (PLO) referred 
to in resolution 3210 (XXIX) 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly of Oct. 14. 1974 as 
“the representative of the Pal- 
estinian people" is invited to 
send observers to the General 
Conference and to other mee- 
tings organised by UNESCO, 
in pursuance of resolutions 
adopted by the General Con- 
ference in 1974. 

Various General Con- 
ference resolutions also pro- 
vide for aid to be given to these 
movements. 

The three African liberation 
movement -received $70,000 
in 1981, $134,000 in 1982 and 
$58,000 in 1983. This money 
was used to purchase edu- 
cational equipment, pay for fel- 
lowships. to pay the travel exp- 
enses of a representative of 
each of these movements to 
meetings organised by UNE- 
SCO. to pay the salaries of 
three teachers for SWAPO and 
to finance UNESCO ins- 
pection missions. It may be 
noted that the aid given to 
these three liberation mov- 
ements by the United Nations 
Development Programme 
(UNDP) in the period 1981- 
1 9X3 amounted to $3,467,000. 

As for the PLO. between 
1981 and 1983 it received a 
total of $341,000. which rep- 
resents on average $1 14.000 a 
year. Out of this sum. 
$100,000 were allocated to 
Palestinian educational and 
cultural institutions. Another 
part of the funds accorded to 
the PLO has been used for 
crams to Palestinian students 
lo enable them to studv in F.ur- 
nnean or American uni- 
versities. 

9. Is UNESCO mis- 
managed? 

The management of the 
organisation regularly comes 
under the scrutiny of its two 
governing bodies, made up ent- 
irely of representatives of 
member states: the Genera! 
Conference (meeting every 
two years) and the executive 
board (twice a year). Jt is also 
regularly the subject of reports 
compiled by two external mon- 
itors: the United Nations Joint 
Inspection Unit and the Ext- 
ernal Auditor, who is totally 
independent since he is none 
other than the United Kin- 
gdom Comptroller and Aud- ’ 
itor General. None of these 



monitoring bodies has called 
into question the management 
of t be organisation as a whole. 

One recent review, made by 
another body totally ind- 
ependent of UNESCO, res- 
ulted in the following app- 
raisal: “We regard the man- 
agement procedure to be uni- 
que and forward-looking com- 
pared to other United Nations 
agencies examined and further, 
as having potential for imp- 
roving the effectiveness of Uni- 
ted States participation in 
UNESCO" (Report to Con- 
gress by the United States 
Comptroller General, Sept. 14, 
1979). 

Finally, any member state 
may request any explanation-^ 
needs on the management and 
finances of the organisation 
from the director-general. Jt 
was in accordance with this rule 
that the director-general imm- 
ediately agreed to ensure full 
co-operation on the part of the 
Secretariat in a review of 
UNESCO operations to be 
undertaken by the United Sta- 
tes Congress in accordance 
with the rules and practices of 
the United Nations system. 

10. Has UNESCO’s budget 
increased inordinately? 

The budget has been red- 
uced by 13 per cent: it was 
$430 million for 1982-1983. 
and the General Conference 
approved a budget of $374 mil- 
lion for 1984-1985. The main 
reason for this reduction is the 
rise of the United States dollar 
against the French franc, the 
currency in which more than 60 
per cent of UNESCO’s exp- 
enditure is incurred. 

It should also be pointed out 
that other agencies of the Uni- 
ted Nations system have just 
adopted increased budges; the 
International Labour Or- 
ganisation. up four per cent.’ 
the World Health Org- 


anisation, up 12 per centj and 
the Food and Agriculture v 
anisation. up 15 per centJ. 

11. 1$ UNESCO overstated 
and is its Staff overpaid?? 

The total salaries of uJNE- ; 
SCO staff made ud less than 50 . 
per cent of the total sums mMn- • 
aged bv the Organisation in the 
last budgetary period. This 
percentage has been sreadilv 
declining since the earlv 1 970s. . 
when it peaked at around 65 
percent. 

These percentages should be 
seen in the light of the fact that 
UNESCO does not produce 
goods bui mainlv provides ser- 
vices. As in anv enterprise of _• 
this nature, staff salaries nec- 
essarily account for a sub- 
stantial nan of the budget. 

The total number of staff 
actuallv on the navroll (Gen- 
eral Service. Professional and 
.above, including staff awav 
from Headauaners) was 3.444 
at the beginning of 1984. as 
against 3.457 in 1975. Acc- 
ording to United Nations sta- 
tistics established at the end of 
1 982. UNESCO has the lowest 
proportion of high-ranking off- 
icials of all the specialised age- 
ncies. Lastly, the salarv level of 
Professional staff is set bv dec- 
isions of rhe General Con- 
ference. taken in strict con- 
formity with those of the Uni- 
ted Nations General Ass- 
embly. The pav scale for non- 
nrofessional staff is determined 
on the basis of survevs con- 
ducted bv the International 
Civil Sen 1 ice Commission and 
approved bv the General C on- 
ference. 

12. Are there too many off- 
icials from Socialist and 
Third World countries? 

The breakdown of UNE- 
SCO staff by region of origin as 
of Jan. 1 . 1984. was as follows:

13. Can staff members who 
are expelled or Imprisoned 
remain members of the Sec- 
retariat? 

For international org- 
anisations to cany out their 
mission, the independence of 
their officials must be assured, 
particularly in the country 
where they are working. Let us 
suppose tliat. from the moment 
a UNESCO official is arrested, 
jailed or expelled from the 
country of his posting, his con- 
tract is automatically ter- 
minated and that con- 
sequently. his salary is stopped. 


It would then be enough for 
one of these three things to 
happen to an official for UNE- 
SCO to apply to him the sev- 
erest sanction within its power. 
In reality, as it is the case in any 
institution or commercial und- 
ertaking. the director-general, 
as head of the Secretariat, can 
only sanction an employee by 
applying the staff regulations 
and following the current pro- 
cedures: in other words, only if 
the official has been guilty of a 
professional fault and proof of 
this can be put before the com- 
petent authorities — UNE- 
SCO Prcssc.

Another side to 


To the Editor: 

THF PAKISTANI statement (Jordan Times. Letter. June 26. 
19X4). in its attempt rn nroiect to the world that Kashmir as a 
disputed territory and not a pan of India, seems to have ove- 
rlooked two vital Points. 

1 . The statement describes the Kashmiri king's agreement to 
ioin the Indian dominion in 1 947 as an " unfair deal" between the 
“Hindu ruler of the Predominantly Muslim state." Point well 
taken, but not taking into consideration the discussions Pakistan 
held with the Nizam of Hyderabad in southern India which, if it 
had not been for the stem stand adopted bv Sardar V.TlIabhbhai 
Patel, would have been a “fair deal" between “the Muslim rulerof 
predominantly Hindu state." 

However, since when can one nurtv tn a conflict take upon itself 
the Tight and responsibility to lit dec whether the other's move as 
fair or unfair, rather than leaving it to the international com- 
munity? 

Furthermore, it was the military action bv Pakistan in the state 
that prompted the Kashmiri ruler to turn to India, which in turn 
made anv military help contingent on the state joining the dom- 
inion. Well-documcntcd evidence proves that the ruler wanted to 
keep Kashmir an independent state without joining cither India 
or Pakistan but the military action and its cnnsenuenccs Forced 
him to seek Indian hein and culminated in the agreement. 

2. The statement verv convenient I v it seems, falls short of 
stipulating the conditions under which the Plebiscite, as called for 
bv the U.N. Commission, could have been hrid. The U.N. Com- 
mission's resolution, adopted on Jan. 5. 1 949. refers to an earlier 
resolution of Aug. 13. 1948. Pan II of which called fpr j wit- 
hdrawal of Ihe Pakistani forces from Kashmir, making the ple- 
biscite contingent on Pakistan’s evacuation of the State of Jamm 
and Kashmir. Wednesday’s Pakistani statement does not refer 
the stipulation, but instead opts to sav that the “U.N. call we 
unheeded." not mentioning which party to the conflict did 
honour the call. 

As to the concent of the plebiscite, it is not sufficient evidence 
\ ^ Kashmiri people’s genuine desire to be nan of India that th 
jhave been taking nan in Slate noils as well as electing th. 
representatives to the Indian Parliament in Delhi every fi 
years? 
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Parliament? 
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EGYPT HAS a new pai- 
, li ament these days. 448 rep- 
resentatives were elected rec- 
ently to the Egyptian par- 

• liamenL 58 of whom are mem- 
bers of the opposition New 
■. Wafd Party. There is con- 
siderable disenchantment in 
’ Egypt these days. This dis- 
enchantment stems out not of 
accusations of foul-play on part 
of the government in the ele- 
ctions, but rather froffi the ele- 
ction law itself, an absurd doc- 
ument forcing people to elect 
■whole lists instead of ind- 
ividuals, and forbidding any 
party that does not get 8 per 
cent of the vote from being rep- 
resented in the parliament 

These stringent as well as rid- 
iculous conditions make a 
mockery out of democracy to 
say the least. And yeu 1 envy 
the Egyptians so much these 
days. 1 envy the Egyptians bec- 
ause out of 448 elected rep- 
resentatives. there are 58 
clear-cut members of the opp- 
osition. Out of 448 deputies, 
there are 58 who will not alw- 
ays say “yes” to whatever the 
government proposes. There 
are 58 deputies, who. while 


might not be able to pass or 
block any draft laws presented 
to parliament, will still gen.-' 
crate enough debate as to draw 
public attention and keep the 
government on its toes. There 
are 58 deputies who cannot be 
accused of being “irr- 
esponsible" or “destructive" 
simply because they hold views 
contrary to those of the gov- 
ernment. There are 5R dep- 
uties who were carried into par- 
liament by votes of the people: 
belonging to the same nation 
■that carried the other 390 dep- 
uties into the same parliament. 

We have 60 deputies in our 
parliament. It is difficult to say 
how many can be regarded as 
belonging to "opposition". AIT 
these deputies supposedly ran 
for personal attributes or tribal 
affiliations as it is forbidden in 
Jordan to belong to a party. 
Our political process of gov- 
'eming through a parliamentary' 
system is somehow supposed to 
function without ideologies, 
political thoughts, or political 
organisation. The official rea- 
son is that political parties have 
been a detriment in the past to 
the political process and to 
Jordan. Some say we are not 


ready yet for democracy. We 
have the highest rate of edu- 
cation in the region, and yet we 
are not ready for democracy. 

If political parties are indeed 
detrimental to the political 
process, what effect does the 
opposite situation have? Is the 
atacence of political parties 
helpful, then? 

It is interesting indeed to 
examine the present com- 
position of our parliament, 
however difficult a task that 
might be for the average cit- 
izen. Let us look at the pla- 
tforms the deputies ran under. 
It is a fact that they were not| 
allowed by law to express any 
dear political ideologies or pla- 
tforms, which after all should 
be the determining factor beh- 
ind which I vote for in any pro- 
per elections. It is a fact that 
they were not allowed by law to 
.voice their platforms through 
TV. radio, or public speeches. 
And yet, we were supposed to 
elect people without having the 
shadiest idea of what they rep- 
resent. J do not understand 
how Jordanians are blamed for 
voting according to tribal aff- 
□jations. when under such con- 
ditions. they are forbidden to 


vote otherwise. 

What 1 am driving at is that 
because of the above, all Lhe 
deputies adopted blanket slo- 
gans and platforms that were so 
general they could mean any- 
thing. making it very difficult 
for the voter to vote for or aga- 
inst government* s policy. Thus, 
ail the deputies supported the 
Palestinian cause, but did not 
say how and in what practical 
steps. AH of them were for a 
stronger Jordan (who isn't?) 
but did not elaborate on spe- 
cific policies they would adv- 
ocate (how can they ela- 
borate?). The result that we 
have today is a parliament with 
a rainbow of personalities and 
ideologies, lacking any solid 
organisation to render it eff- 
ective. More importantly, 
there is no organised opp- 
osition (although an indirect 
opposition certainly exists) 
that can effectively check gov- 
ernment’s actions with obvious 
benefits to Lhe whole Jordanian 
community. 

Throughout the years. Jor- 
dan has followed a wise, mod- 
erate policy that saw it not only 
surviving, but thriving as well 
amongst a turbulent region. 


But that in itself is no excuse 
for giving the government a 
Carte Blanche to carry out 
whatever policies it feels are 
beneficial to Jordan. A gov- 
ernment is in need of an eff- 
ective opposition that audits its 
actions and at least generates a 
debate on the validity of those 
actions. An effective opp- 
osition all over the world alw- 
ays served to strengthen the 
nation, if not always the gov- 
ernment. by bringing people 
face to face with their pro- 
blems. 

Does an opposition exist in 
our parliament? Certainly, and 
from more Than one group. 
However, due to the fact that it 
is not formally organised, it is 
largely ineffective. There is. for- 
example, a considerable num- 
ber (about six or seven) of Mus- 
lim fundemanialists in the par- 
liament. who are often at odds 
with the government. There is 
also talk of another opposition 
group working closely with a 
well-known Jordanian pol- 
itician. In any case, whatever 
opposition exists is ool a true 
indicator of people's asp- 
irations. and still represents 


getting-iogethers of certain 
groups of deputies for personal 
or political gains more than it 
does a translation of people's 
wishes. 

' It is time that a formal as well 
as representative opposition 
sees light in our parliament. 
For it to be effective, strong 
and beneficial, it has to come 
from within a multi -party sys- 
tem that acknowledges the 
right of all citizens to share in 
the making of their own cou- 
ntry's policies. 

The phrase “political parry” 
is so scary to many of us. Wc 
tend to immediately give it lef- 
tist connotations. I do not 
understand why this is the 
case. What we ask for are pol- 
itical organisations that pro- 
pose solutions to thf country's 
problems in an organised and 
systematic manner, that work 
within the laws of the country, 
and that are accountable for 
their actions with the limits of 
the constitution. As such. I da 
not see why any party should 
pose any threat to us. so long as 
we ensure that any party, whe- 
ther it be on the extreme right 
or the extreme left, does not 


infringe upon the rights of alt 
other parties and citizens. But 
to have something like 36 can- 
didates running for one seat.* 
when most of them hardly dif- 
fer from each other is not my 
idea of an alternative- 

Several attempts were made 
in other countries to "create'' 
an opposition. This is where 
the government “allows" a cer- 
tain group or groups, always 
few in number, to speak mildly 
against it so it shows the world 
it has democracy. This is not 
what 1 ask for. The issue here is 
not one of "allowing'' an opp- 
osition. rather of the right io 
have an opposition, and a 
clearly-defined one. 

1 believe the absccnce of pol- 
itical parties and consequently, 
opposition, is more det- 
rimental to Jordan than having 
both. Certainly, political par- 
lies create problems of iheir 
own. Certainly the opposition 
would behave irresponsibly 
sometimes, as I suspect gov- 
ernments also sometimes do. 
But in the simplest terms, tun 
opinions, debated and scr- 
utinised. most times lead to j 
better decision than one. 


Red howler monkeys: More bark than bite

WASHINGTON — It’s the mid- 
dle i>f the night on the plains of 
jtfthcm Venezuela, a full moan 
{Humiliating forest and field. Sud- 
• jeuly. a lion-like roar. 

Dr. Carolyn Crockett, asleep in 
^ a -ranch house, is awakened but 
' “not alarmed. She recognises the 
familiar voice of the red howler 
monkey; a full moon often sets off 
Hsfow. guttural roar. 

Red howlers' also purr like kit- 
tens, cluck, grunt, wail, and squeal 
to communicate different mes- 
•sages. But they're at their loudest 
■when they roar, usually in unison 
idawn to announce location, or 
am time they feel threatened. 

Throats are enlarged 

- Their throats — enlarged to 
[enhance roaring — may be the 
■-bus! active part of the red howler 
■ownkeys. according to i>r. Cro- 
■dKtt. “These arc really laid-back 
feookeys,” she said. “Tltey move 
rather slowly and spend a great 
pm of their day sleeping.” 

■* '-So subdued arc they that the 
local people don’t even consider 
them monkeys.” Mono." the word 
for other monkey species in the 
area, k not used m reference to 
red howlm. Instead, they’re cal- 
led "Anto" — lazy. 

Lazy or not. the red howlers 
have kept Dr. Crockett on the 
move for five years. Dr. Crockett. 
38. a University of Washington 
professor, has made a census of 
nearly TOO monkeys as pan of her 
sfody df the population dynamics 
of red howler troops and the eff- 
ects of two different habitats on 
them. . . 

Red -orange like an orangutan, 
the red howler (Alouatia sen- 
iculus) is one of six species of how- 
ter monkey and has the loudest, 
"deepest voice, ft lives in South 
America, north of the Amazon 
^Rher. Dr. Crockett’s study sub- 
jects dwell on Haio vlasaguaral. a 
'private cattle ranch on the plains 

_ Venezuela's state of Guarico.. 
Siam amcaters. jaguars, ocelots. 
t frtti. and other mammals, as well 


as 250 bird species, live there 
unmolested by people in a 12- 
square-mile area protected for 
them. 

The ranch makes an ideal field 
laboratory for comparing effects 
of different environments on a 
species. The howlers live in two 
distinct habitats — a scrubby area 
known as the open woodland, and 
a denser section of trees, the gal- 
lery forest extending along a river. 

The Smithsonian Institution 
began a study of the open woo- 
dland howlers in 1974. and now 
Dr. Crockett has expanded it to 
the gallery forest, tracking 23 sep- 
arate troops there. She trails the 
monkeys on foot or sits for hours 
watching, in the style of chi- 
mpanzee expert Jane Goodall. 
.Unlike chimps, red howler faces 
have little variety, so she has come 
to rely on scars and variations in 
pigment to tell the hundreds of- 
individuals apart. Some monkeys 
also have been ear-tagged. 

Tree dwellers 

Red howlers spend most of their 
time in trees, especially from May 
to November, when much of the 
ranch is flooded. When they do, 
descend to travel, it’s in a cautious, 
single-file style. About 60 percent 
of the daytime is spent at rest, the 
remainder munching on figs, lea- 
ves. flowers, and other fruits. At 
night they head as a troop for a 
“sleeping tree.’* Generally the 
troop’s dominant male sleeps clo- 
ser to the adult females, while 
subordinate males choose more 
far-flung branches. 

The troop — an average of nine 
monkeys — may contain only one' 
adult male, or two. or occasionally 
more. Fighting for dominance is 
rarely seen, the scientist said. Red 
howlers tend more towards voc- 
alisation than violence. 

One troop under study was inv- 
aded by two males, however, pro- 
viding a rare view of red howler 
aggression. AH three males were, 
injured in the battles for sup- 
remacy. Access to females is the 
main motivation for becoming topi 
male: that male breeds with sev-

eral females, perpetuating his 
genes. 

Like most red howler activities, 
■motherhood is a fairly relaxed 
emperience. A mother doesn't 
pick up her iufant: she waits for it 
to climb onto her back, where h 
clings as she leaps from bough to 
bough. 

While adults nap. young red 
howlers frolic, springing among 
the trees, squealing and biting 
each other in fun. Some can be 
■mischievous. One day. as Dr. Cro- 
ckett watched from below, two , 


adolescent howlers were playfully 
wrestling while hanging from bra- 
nches by their prehensile tails, 
which can grasp like hands. A 
third monkey came up and unb- 
ound one of the rails, sending the 
monkey crashing to a branch 
below. It regained its grasp unh- 
armed. 

Infants slain 


Some of the adults are not so 
winsome. The disappearance of 


■‘several infants over the last few 
years had led the scientist to bel- 
ieve that infanticide by red howler 
males is widespread, at an average 
rate of one killing in each troop 
every five to six years. As is true of 
some other mammals, the males 
apparently kill dependent infants 
so the mother will be available for 
mating sooner. A few males. Dr. 
Crockett believes, may have unw- 
. ittingly killed their own offspring. 

In comparisons of 50 troops, 
she has found populations in the 


woodland to be denser, troop size 
larger, and troops to contain two 
adult males more often than the 
one found in gallery forest troops. 

Troop sizes in the two habitats 
have become increasingly more 
equal. Dr. Crockett theorises that 
the forest study's start coincided 
with a crash in the population, 
possibly caused by the failure of a 
particular tree to fruit. This staple 
of red howler diet has recovered, 
and forest troops are thriving. — 
National Geographic feaiure.

JABOTICABAL, Brazil — Mil- 
lions of once-subservient migrant 
farmworkers, dominated for cen- 
turies by Lhis country's rural elite, 
are figting for higher pay and bet- 
ter conditions. 

“Migrant workers finally have 
decided they're not going to be 
exploited any more,” said Ben- 
ediio Vieira de Magalhaes. pre- 
sident of the Farmeworkers Union 
in this fertile agricultural zone in 
southeastern Brazil. 

Mr, Magalhaes led a violent 
three-day strike in May in which 
about 10,000 sugar-cane cutters 
in the nearby town of Guariba 
won what he called “unp- 
recedented” pay raises and fringe 
benefits. Threats of similar action 
led to better conditions for mig- 
rants In the region's orange groves 
and sugar plantations. 

“For the first time, the workers 
became aware of their own 
strength. They finally found the 
courage to speak back to the pla- 
ntations owners,” said Mr. Mag- 
athaes. 63. a former cane cutter. 
“And for the first time the pla- 
ntation owners felt fear — fear of 
the workers' anger and fear of los- 
ing their crops.” 

Brazil is the world's largest cane 
sugar and orange producer, and 
this area, in Sao Paulo state, is its 
principal growing zone. 

There are about four million 
migrant farmworkers in Brazil and 
about 600,000 in Sao Paulo, acc- 
ording to university research- The 
labourers are known as “boias- 
frias,” Portuguese slang for 
/cold-lunch eaters,” because of 
the cold rice and beans they take 
'out to the fields. 

The cane cutters' strike came 
after growers a rbi trarily increased 
the work load without increasing 
their already low pay. 

During the strike, workers bur- 
ned crop-storage warehouses and 


cars and destroyed buildings. One 
person was shot to death and 34 
were injured. 

The strike ended when Mr. 
T rowers agreed to increase the 
worker’s weekly earnings from an 
average of SI 5 to S45. 

The agreement included free 
transportation and tools and ove- 
rtime pay. It also allows workers 
to keep records of how many ions 
they cut each day. 

Mr. Magalhaes said the List item 
prevents a once -common practice 
by growers — claiming the cuts 
were less in order to drive down 
wages. 

Sao Paulo State Labour Sec- 
retary Almir Pazziunotto said: 

“I am certain that if it weren't 
for the violence, an agreement 
would never have been reached. 
The fear factor was very important . 
in convincing the plantation own- 
ers to sign,” Mr. Puzzianotvo said. 

Clovis Oliveira de Santos, 50, a 
sugar-cane cutler since he was 12. 
said before the agreement he 
never had enough to feed his fam- 
ily properly. 

"All I could buy was rice and 
beans. Now we can eat some meat, 
fruit and vegetables at least once a 
week.” Mr. Samos said. 

He said fear of losing their jobs 
kept workers from pressing their 
demands earlier. 

“But when I saw my family go 
hungiy, and I started working lon- 
ger hours and not getting paid for 
them, I decided I could no longer 
keep ray mouth shut, said Mr. San- 
tos. 

The effects of Guariba were felt 
almost immediately in the orange 
groves surrounding the nei- 
ghbouring city of Bebedouro. 

There, growers quickly reached 
an agreement with thousands of 
striking orange pickers who thr- 
eatened to stop production in the 
area's orange concentrate ind- 
ustries.

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African nations vie for ’86 


World Soccer Cup places 


NAIROBI (R) — The battle for African places in the 
1986 World Cup finals in Mexico kicks off in Fre- 
etown Saturday when Sierra Leone meet Morocco. 


The Moroccans, bolstered by 
several European-based pro- 
fessionals, will be favourites to win 
the two-leg tie and move a small 
step closer to the finals. 

Of the 29 nations in the kno- 
ckout competition, Algeria, Cam- 
eroun and Ghana received byes 
into the second round where Gui- 
nea joined them when their opp- 
onents, Togo, withdrew. 

Algeria and Caraeroun covered 
themselves with glory during the 
1982 finals in Spain, killing any 
doubts in Europe and South Ame- 
rica about the justification of hav- 
ing two African teams in the finals 
of the world’s premier football 
event. 

In their opening game. Algeria 
stunned former winners West 
Germany 2-1 and then beat Chile 
3-2 after leading 3-0. A 2-0 defeat 
by Austria in between proved cos- 
tly as they were eliminated on goal 
difference. 


The dejected North Africans 
/eft for home protesting bitterly 
about what they said was a ‘fix’ 
when West Germany defeated 
Austria 1-0. a result that put both 
teams in the second round. 

FIFA — the world governing 
body — fined the Germans and 
Austrians for lack of effort in a 
match played at walking pace, but 
the result stood. 

The “Indomitable Lions" from 
Cameroun. playing an unc- 
haracteristic defensive game, held 
Peru, Poland and eventual win- 
ners Italy to draws to finish third in 
their group. 

The results confirmed the spe- 
ctacular progress made by African 
teams since Morocco became the 
first African finalist 14 years ago 
in 1 Mexico. 

The North Africans held Bul- 
garia and lost narrowly to mighty 
West Germany in group matches. 

African pride suffered a setback 


.uring the 1974 finals in West 
Germany when Zaire's Leopards 
were humiliated 9-0 by Yug- 
oslavia. But they held Scotland to 
two goals and Brazil to three. 

Tunisia’s 3-1 triumph over 
Mexico in Argentina four years 
later was the first by an African 
side in any finals. They also held 
West Germany to a goalless draw 
and only fell 1-0 to Poland, a def- 
eat which cost them a place in Che 
second round. 


Zaire have not entered this time 
for economic reasons, but with 
Cameroun, Algeria. Ghana. Nig- 
eria, Egypt and Morocco com- 
peting, the stage looks set for 
some classic battles before the two 
finalists emerge. 

Egypt, a potent combination of 
the stars from national, Arab Con-, 
tractors and Zamalek. will face 
Zimbabwe in one of the most int- 
eresting first-round ties. 

Zimbabwe held Zambia to a 1-1 
draw in Lusaka earlier this month 
and the result will encourage new 
national coach Peter Nyama, who 
has put the accent firmly on youth 
and attack. 


European Champions France 


raise sights to World Cup 


PARIS (R) — For French foo- 
tball, 1984 will always be a mem- 
orable year, but time will tell if 
their European Championship 
triumph Wednesday night was a 
crowning gloty or merely the cor- 
onation of a team that will rule the 
world. 

The 2-0 victory over Spain in 
the final brought France the first 
major soccer trophy of their 80- 
year history and capped a tou- 
rnament which bad already est- 
ablished them as Europe’s out- 
standing team. 

Michel Platini, Europe’s Foo- 
tballer of the Year, scored in even 
match, hitting two hat-tricks in the 
process, and barring disasters — 
will lead the French challenge aga- 
inst the best in the world in Mexico 
in two years. 

Yet age could undo World Cup 
dreams. Platini's great little mid- 
-field Henchman Alain Giresse. 
31. is expected to step down from 
the international stage now the 
European Championship has 
been won and other, including 
Platini himself, will be over 30 
when the World Cup finals unfold. 

The team itself will be in dif- 
ferent hands, with Michel Hidalgo 
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— the sensitive architect of their 
successes — handing over to 
Henri Michel, long a member of 
the national side. "His life will be 
exceptional, as mine has been for 
eight and a half years. I have lived 
a passionate adventure.’' Hidalgo 
said Thursday. 

Several members of Hidalgo’s 
team may also be near the end oi 
their adventure with ‘the Blue? — 
defenders Patrick Battiston and 
-Maxime Bossis. forwards Bernard 
Lacombe, Didier Six and Dom- 
inique Rocheteau, as well as Pla- 
tini himself, have already con- 
tested two World Cup final series. 

But Hidalgo, who introduced 
gradual changes over the years, 
feels confident for the ftiture. 
“From this squad we had the sight 
of Bruno BeUone scoring the sec- 
ond goal, and there's also Jean- 
Marc Ferreri and Daniel Bravo, 
although they didn't play much in 
the tournament," he said. 

France, under Michers gui- 
dance, have also qualified for the 
Olympic final series in Los Ang- 
eles and the national youth team 
reached the quarter-finals of their 
European Championship. 

Beilone. who netted in injury 
time, was the only out-and-out str- 
iker to score in France’s tally of 1 4 
tournament goals, the rest coming 
Front, midfielders Platini (nine), 
Giresse and Luis Fernandez and 
defender Jean-Francois Dotn- 
ergue, two-goal hero of the sem- 
ifinal against Portugal. 


Hidalgo said the new European 
Champions were a more skilful 
and mentally tougher side than 
previous French teams. “On the 
mental level, today’s French team 
can fight, resist and believe in vic- 
tory to the end," he said. 

Hidalgo, who will stay on with 
the national federation as tec- 
hnical director, singled out ten- 
acious Jean Tigana. 29 last Sat- 
urday, for his fighting qualities 
and his ability to provide the cru- 
cial telling pass. 

It was Tigana who laid on Bel- 
lone’s goal Wednesday night and 
who battled on to supply the pass 
for Platinf s last-gasp winner aga- 
inst Portugal in the semifinal when 
everyone else was wilting in 
extra-time. 

“When Jordao had just given 
Protugal the lead, Jean Tigana 
went to get the ball out of the back 
of the French net and ran back to 
the centre of the pitch, showing his 
combativeness. his revolt and ref- 
usal to accept defeat. What an 
example,” he said. 

Pele, the sublime Brazilian foo- 
tballer. said that in the cha- 
mpionship Tigana was “ the player 
who surprised me most.” 

The brilliance of Platini, the spi- 
rit of enterprise and imagination 
imbued by Hidalgo and the com- 
mitment exhibited by Tigana and 
team-mates of the stamp of fellow 
midfielder Luis Fernandez give 
France every reason for hope in 
the run-up to the World Cup. 


Government gives financial 
support for Paris Olympic bid 


PARIS (R) — The French gov- 
ernment, accused of speaking out 
of turn in announcing a Paris 
Olympic candidature. Friday ple- 
dged the state’s financial backing 
for a bid by the city to stage the 
1 992 summer games. 

Sports Minister Edwige Avice 
said the state would cover 50 per 
cent of the costs, up to two billion, 
francs ($250 million). 

Socialist' President Francois 
Mitterrand annoyed Paris Mayor 
Jacques Chirac four weeks ago by 
announcing during the Int- 
ernational Olympic Committee’s 
90th anniversary celebrations 
here that Paris was a candidate for 
the 1992 games. 

The Neo-Gaullist mayor said it 
was up to the city authority, not 
the president, to make a bid. 

Chirac demanded financial gua- 
rantees from the government In 
the event that Paris tries For the 
games, anticipating that 50 per 
cent of total costs would be cov- 
ered by the state. 25 per cent by 
Paris and 25 per cent by the lie de 
France region which encompasses 
the capital. 

Avice said the state had dec- 
ided, in accordance with the Oly- 


mpic Charter, to support the city’s 
Olympic candidature. 

In a statement, Avice said the 
state “commits itself to par- 
ticipating jointly with the town 
and the region of the lie de France 
in the necessary public financing- 
in the proportion of 50 per cent, to 
a limit of two bfllion francs.” 

The government would also 
guarantee to cover up to 33 per 
cent of any deficit. 

She said the state would also 
take part in any judicial set-up 
established for the organisation of 
the games and construction of fac- 
ilities. 

“By this double financial and 
judicial commitment the state 
makes possible the presentation of 
a Paris candidature next month at 
Los Angeles and reinforces the 
chances of seeing it adopted in 
1986 by the International Oly- 
mpic Committee.” the statement 
said. French newspapers have put 
a provisional budget at between 
4.5 and six billion francs 
($560-750 million). 

Avice said the state would also 
support a study and candidate 
dossier presentation by the Savoy 
region for the 1 992 winter games.

The hulking Edmondson, one 
of the heaviest men in the game, 
won the deciding set of his two- 
day second round marathon aga- 
inst ninth-seeded Henrik Sun- 
dstrom for a 6-7, 7-6, 6-4.

8-6 
triumph which ended the hopes of 
all Sweden's three seeds. 

Edmondson’s victory came the 
day after Davis Cup teammate Pat 
Cash had cut down fourth-seeded 
Mats Wilander. The other Swe- 
dish seed, number 10 Anders Jar- 
ryd, lost in the first round to Ame- 
rican Scott Davis. 

There was more glory for Aus- 
tralia in the women's singles, 
where 21 -year-old Elizabeth Say- 
ers ousted 10th -seeded American 
Lisa Bonder 6-4.

“Argentina pays far more than 
that,” Mr. Grinspun said when 
asked to comment on news reports 
that the government would use 
$280 million of its reserves to 
make payments on $350 million in 
interest arrears. 

“After June 30 we will have a 
very promising future,” he toid 
reporters at the airport. Mr. Gri- 
nspun said he would make a more 
detailed statement after reporting 
the results of his trip to President 
Raul Alfonsin. 

Mr. Alfonsin announced broad 
outlines of an economic recovery 
programme Wednesday night but 
left open how he intended to deal 
with his country s pressing debt 
repayment problems. 

Mr. Grinspun. who travelled to 
the U.S. after a meeting of Larin 
American debtor nations in Col- 
ombia last week, met Argentina's 
creditors. U.S. government off- 
icials and officials of the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF} 
in Washington. 

The economy minister said 
Argentina was still- negotiating 


with the IMF the letter of intent 
outlining an economic recovery 
programme it unilaterally sent on 
June 11. 

The IMF has traditionally ins- 
isted that countries adopt aus- 
terity programmes as a condition 
for help in refinancing foreign 
debt. 

Argentina's failure to reach 
agreement with the IMF has blo- 
cked a rescue package offered by 
private banks to help it meet its 
debt commitments by the June 30 
deadline. 

While Mr. Alfonsin said Arg- 
entinians must make sacrifices he 
repeated previous commitments 
to wage increases and economic 
growth in 1 984. Mr. Grinspun also 
said Argentina would not change 
the contents of its letter to the 
IMF. which has not been, acc- 
epted. 

“Do you really believe we 
would take up an eraser and cha- 
nge what already is down on 
paper.” Mr. Grinspun said. 
“When we sign something we do 
so because we know it is the cor- 


rect thing to do.” 

Mr. Alfonsin said the gov- 
ernment would seek to increase 
exports and promote foreign inv- 
estment, speed the return of state 
companies to private hands, revise 
state subsidies and impose severe 
penalties for tax evasion. 

But the president did not men- 
tion his government’s so far uns- 
uccessful negotiations with the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) on an economic pro- 
gramme. agreement on which is 
the key to refinancing Argentina’s 
■$44 billion foreign debt. 

Politicians and international 
creditors had been awaiting Mr. 
Alfonsin’ s speech for clues as to 
how he would resolve the dif- 
ferences with the IMF. 

But his references to the debt 
problem during his 40-minute 
address were largely limited to 
restating the line he has followed 
since taking office last December. 

“We have already clearly given 
our word: We will pay our leg- 
itimate obligations but we will not 
accept recessive measures or the 
reduction of the wages of our wor- 
kers,” said Mr. Alfonsin. 

He sharply criticised this week's 
half per cent increase in the U.S. 
prime interest rate, which wii! add 
to Argentina’s repayment pro- 
blems' calling it “exorbitant and 


arbitrary.” 

But a hint of eventual agr- 
eement with the IMF was con- 
tained in his promise to reduce the 
1 0.3 per cent fiscal deficit which is 
at the centre of the dispute. 

Members of opposition political 
parties applauded the tone of the 
speech, especially Mr. Alfonsin's 
call for greater sacrifices from the 
wealthy aad his pledge to increase 
real wages by an average six to 
eight per cent in 1984. 

Feromst congressman Mr. 
Jorge Matzkin. however, said 
Argentines wanted “clearer and 
more concrete explanations” as to 
how Mr. Alfonsin would achieve 
his economic objectives. 

The president said Mr. Gri- 
nspun will soon announce a pro- 
gramme for industrial financial 
and agricultural recovery. 

“We will have to wait for the 
speech of Mr. Grinspun to have a 
concrete plan, clearer exp- 
lanations." Mr. Matzkin said. 

In his speech, which was seen as 
marking a greater emphasis than 
before on the need for belt- 
tightening. Mr. Alfonsin defended 
the right to strike and the need for 
trade unions, but urged that pro- 
blems be solved through dialogue 
and conciliation rather than costly 
strikes and labour conflict. 


Future of Creusot-Loire is at stake 
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PARIS (R) — The French gov- 
ernment is to start looking Friday 
for ways to salvage the country's 
largest privately-held heavy eng- 
ineering company, Creusot-Loire. 
after the Paris Commercial Court 
Thursday placed it into official 
receivership. 

Court sources pointed out that 
the company's board of directors, 
including controversial President 
Didier Pineau-Valencienne. rem- 
ained unchanged and no coun- 
appointed administrator had been 
named. 

Industry Minister Laurent Fab- 
ius said the state would try to find 
a speedy solution to save as much 
of the crisis-ridden company’s act- 
ivities as possible, but attacked the 
Creusot-Loire management. 


“The Creusot-Loire man- 
agement carry an overwhelming 
responsibility ” he said on French 
television immediately after the 
court decision was announced. 

“The behaviour of the man- 
agers was absolutely scandalous.’ 
They confused the negotiating 
table with a gaming table.” he 
said. 

Mr. Pineau-Valencienne told 
French radio that the industry 
minister's remarks were “unw- 
orthy and condemnable. like the 
methods used” during the recent 
negotiations. 

The company will operate for a 
renewable period of three months 
under the board and three court- 
appointed receivers. 

More than 30.000 jobs are dir- 


ectly affected by the court dec- 
ision. But court officials stressed 
that the ruling did not affect 
Creusot-Loire subsidiaries, such 
as the nuclear construction com- 
pany Framatome or the United 
States-based Phoenix Steel Com- 
pany. which have separate legal 
status. 

Court officials said it was to o 
early to say what steps the 
Creusot-Loire board and court 
receivers will take but closure of 
unprofitable activities. like its 
remaining steel plants, and sub- 
stantial redundancies, appear 
almost certain. 

The receivership status fac- 
ilitates the implementation of such 
decisions, in most cases permitting 
the company and receivers to byp- 


ass normal legal procedures, 
which in France can tie up plant 
closures or firings for months or 
more. 

Creusot-Loire had a net loss in 
1983 of 1.8 billion francs ($210 
million 1 in 1983* 

The government also proposed 
a rescue plan, under which state- 
owned banks would fund 
Creusot-Loire in return for a con- 
trolling interest in its parent 
group. Em pain Schneider, but one 
of the finance houses later pulled 
out. 

Banking sources said earlier 
Thursday that a group of creditors 
had been seeking a stake in the 
company, since the previous res- 
cue bid was withdrawn six days 
ago- 


European countries raise interest rate 


FRANKFURT (R) — West Ger- 
many’s Bundesbank raised its key 
“discount” imerest rate Thursday 
to 4.50 per cent from fouT peT cent 
in a move that bankers see as hig- 
hly unpopular in the face of an 
already slowing economy. . 

The move was immediately fol- 
lowed by the Austrian National 
Bank, which increased itsdiscount 
rate to the same 4.50 per cent 
from a previous 4.25 per cent. 

Earlier, the Swedish National 
Bank had raised its rate to 9.50 
per cent from 8.50 per cent, but 
the Swiss National Bank and the 
Dutch Central Bank said they saw 
no reason to follow the West 
German move. 

In a statement after the meeting 
here that voted the rise, the West 
German central bank said it sho- 
uld not be interpreted as a tig- 


htening of monetary policy but as 
a technical step caused by com- 
mercial banks' demand for short- 
term funds. 

However, the move is seen as 
unwelcome as the country braces 
itself to rebuild its economy after 
the strike for shorter working 
hours by the engineering and met- 
alworkers’ union IG Metalf. which 
Thursday accepted a compromise 
solution to the seven-week dis- 
pute. 

The rise in discount rate — the 
level at which banks can obtain 
funds from the central bank in ret- 
urn for securities — came three 
days after American banks raised 
their prime lending rate to 13 per 
cent, the fourth increase since 
March. 

Higher U.S. interest rates have 
pushed the dollar sharply higher 


against other major currencies in 
Tecent weeks. 

However, economists noted 
that any substantial gains made by 
the mark could dampen corporate 
investment and hit West Ger- 
many’s export performance thr- 
ough higher prices at a time when 
it has been under pressure abroad 
due to the strikes. 

One economist said, “it is alm- 
ost certainly not the Bundesbank’s 
intention to tighten policy, but 
there is no doubt that interest 
rates could rise in # response to 
Thursday’s move.” * 

Another added, “the timing was 
very surprising and not a liule 
heavy handed. 

The Bundesbank has earned a 
well-founded reputation for its 
independence from political con- 
eras. but the move could throw 


into jeopardy Thursday’s calming 
messages from economic ins- 
titutes and the government that 
the economic recovery has been 
damaged by the strike — but not 
irreparably. 

The 1 FO economic research ins- 
titute said it revised its forecast for 
1984 gross national product, the 
sum of a country’s goods and ser- 
vices. down to 2.5 per cent from 
more than three per cent. How- 
ever. it added that a considerable 
part of the output lost through str- 
ikes could be made up in the rest 
of 1984. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl tried 
to calm fears in a speech to par- 
liament. He said, “the economy is 
holding its breath ... but 1 would 
like to underline that the damage 
is not irreparable.”

The two other states. Manipur 
and Nagaland, have also been hit 
by an escalating guerrilla cam- 
paign for independence. 

‘This ambush was the biggest 
extremist operation in Tripura 
and caused the most casualties.’ a 
police spokesman told reporters. 

Police suspect the patrol was 
tricked into entering the ambush 
near the town of Belonia in sou- 
thern Tripura. It lost contact with 
its headouarters for several hours 
before re-inforcements arrived to 
rescue wounded. 

The same guerrillas had raided 
a number of villages in the region 
over the past few weeks, burning 
houses and wounding at least two 
people.

ANKARA (R) — Eleven Turkish 
Jehovah's Witnesses have been 
arrested in Ankara and are being 
held pending an expected court 
case against them, spokesmen for 
the Christian sect told Reuters 
Thursday. They said the 1 1 . mem- 
bers of a Turkish Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses Community numbering 
around 1.000. were detained on 
June 16 and were likely to face 
charges of using religion to further 
political aims. The Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses have a legally established 
meeting place in Ankara, but have 
had freauent court battles over 
their status since the sect was first 
established in Turkey in the late 
1 920’s. 


Guardian Angels’ 
to protect 
Olympic visitors 


LOS ANGELES (R) — A vol- 
unteer group called the Guardian 
Angels will help protect tourists at 
the Olympic Games, a spokesman 
for the organisation said. John 
McKim said about 1.000 Gua- 
rdian Angels would patrol Los 
Angeles' Olympic sites and tourist' 
areas where, he said, unless pro- 
tection is available, “tourists are 
going to be eaten alive” bv cri- 
minals. The Guardian Angels, 
who wear red berets and white 
T-shirts, were formed in New 
York in 1979 to patrol the New 
York underground railway. The 
group now has branches across the 
country and in Canada and claims 
nearly 5.000 members. 


Boy George mobbed 
in Australia 


SYDNEY (R) — British pop sin- 
ger Boy George was mobbed here 
Friday by hundreds of adoring 
fans, many dressed like their hero 
in look-alike theatrical Style. Boy 
George, with shoulder length hair 
tied in a silver scarf, was asked 
whether he thought he would be 
greeted in the same way by all 
Australians, noted for their rug- 
gedness. ‘I don’t think men should 
go round drinking beer and acting 
as heymen,' he replied. An Aus- 
tralian. fined here last month for 
punching another British male 
pop star. Marilyn, who also dre- 
sses up as a woman, received hun- 
dreds of letters of support and job 
offers. But Boy George, who arr- 
ived in Sydney at Lhe start of his 
Australian tour after visiting 
Japan, told reporters: *1 like the 
Japanese idea that men can be as 
beautiful as women.’
